Mr. Whitson also instructed SA Watson 
to have the New York Division immediately discontinue the loyalty investigation 
on Judith Coplon -and to handle this investigation from this point forward 
strictly as an Espionage - R case. SA Watson was told to immediately bring 
these instructions to the attention of ASAC Belmont .of. ’the 'NYC' Division. 

Mr. Whitson also called SA Carroll, on duty in the Washington Field 
Office, at 10:11 A. M. today and instructed that the loyalty investigation on 
Juditfe Coplon was to be immediately discontinued and the ’Washington Field Office 
should also immediately advise all auxiliary Divisions, with the exception of 
the New York Division, to discontinue the loyalty investigation of Judith Coplon 
inasmuch as this case is now to be handled as an Espionage - R matter.

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Department, Washington, D. C. The transfer was ordered on December 20, 1944, 
and was to be effective January 16, 1945. The transfer was actually effective, 
on February 16, 1945. It was ascertained from the Department that Judith 
Coplon is the only employee of the Economic Warfare section to ever be 
transferred to the Foreign Agents- Registration Section. 

In connection with the Mr. RobertVffohlforth who originally 
recommended Miss Coplon for her position as^an employee of the Department 
of Justice, it is interesting to -note that we have investigated this man 
under the loyalty program and have developed substantial disloyal infor- 
mation concerning him, including the fact that he is friendly with Mr. 

John Abt of New York City, who- has a long history of activity in the 

1 Communist movement. You will also recall that John Abt was named by 
Elizabeth Bentley as one of the organizers of v an espionage parallel operating 
within U. S. Government agencies. 

, Regarding Judith Coplon, the records of the Bureau reflect that 
she was the subject of a Departmental applicant investigation "in- 1943, and 
in summary the information obtained at that time was of a non-derogatory 
-nature. Subsequently, this investigation was brought up to date in 1946 
and developed information along the following lines* 

I Judith Coplon was aipong those listed in the files of the German- 

American anti-Nazi Student Committee. The list was entitled,. “Contacts 
established at Washington Conference.” This organization was. formed about 
June, 1942, in New York City with an ostensible purpose of winning the 
war against Fascism and extending the four freedoms and to expose and 
‘ fight discrimination against students and teachers of eneny nationalities. 

It was reported that this organization was actually set up by the German- 
American Emergency Conference allegedly as a Communist front organizatioh. 

It is noted that the name of Judith- Coplon did not appear in the list of 
members; of the organization. In addition to the foregoing, two persons 
interviewed during the applicant investigation stated that Judith Copion 
was inclined to have left-wing, views and sympathies, that she was a Russian 
sympathizer, and that her convictions along economic and political lines 
followed the. Russian line. She was reported as an outspoken supporter 
of the second front and in other matters followed thq GeilSWinist line. 

The Bureau»s files under the name of Judjrcoplan reflect that 
under date of August 13 j. 1^42, an article captioned "Let»s Go, Youth 
Organizations Say,” appeared oh page five of the "Daily Worker.” This 
article reflects that; leaders of 40 New York and national youth organizations 
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had signed a letter to the President calling upon him to fulfill his 
promise of a second front and urging full citizenship for the Negro and the 
post -war cooperation of the United Nations., According to this article, 
one of the , signers of the "letter -was Judy Coplin, editor ’'Barnard Bulletin.” 
It is noted, ’according io information developed during the applicant 
investigation of Judith Coplon during 1943* that she attended Barnard College 
from September, 1939, 'to June, 1943, and -was pn the editorial board of the 
’’Barnard Bulletin.” ? * '

that her responsibilities at the, present time in the. Foreign Agents Registration. 
Section as a Political Analyst would give her access to the bulk of the 
material furnished to that. Section by the Bureau^ Actually at the present 
time , exclusive, of clerical personnel, two attorneys and' two Political 
Analysts' comprise the entire Foreign Agents -Registration Section. The 
personnel file reflects that as a result of this in her analytical work.

ATTORNEY GENERAL ADVISED OF FACTS CONCERNING COPLON 
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You will recall that you approved my discussing this matter" with 
Mr. Peyton Ford. Thereafter on the afternoon of January 3, 1949, I discussed 
this matter with Mr. Peter Brown in the absence of Peyton Ford who was out 
of the city. Mr. Brown requested that r discuss it with the Attorney General 
and in the presence of Mr. Peter Brown and. Clive palmer, r advised the 
Attorney General of the facts in this case. Of course, ho recommendation 
was made to the Attorney General other than to advise that we were requestin 
a technical surveillance {and would open a full investigation ri The Attorney 
General asked me to carry the request for the technical, direCu to Peter 
Brown and asked that no memorandum be sent to the Department., 
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Since the institution of the espionage investigation of Judith Coplon, 
it has been ascertained -through the physical surveillance and technical 
surveillance that she is very friendly with Harold Paid Shapiro, who is an 
attorney in the Criminal Division of the Department of Justice* We investi- 
gated Shapiro during 1948 as a Departmental applicant* The investigation 
failed to develop any derogatory or disloyal data. Briefly, the following 
information was developed: 


Shapiro was born July 26, 1912 in Hartford, Connecticut of Polish- 
Jewish parents, who were naturalized. He received an I1B. at Yale Law School 
in 1937. He practiced law in New Hartford, Connecticut from 1937. to 1942, when 
he was inducted into the U* S* Army. He received an honorable discharge from 
the U. S. Army on October 6, 1943* He then received a job with the OPA as 
Chief Counsel of the Legal Food Price Division, remaining in this position 
until 1947* He apparently received his appointment as an attorney in the 
Criminal Division during the Spring of 1948*

It was ascertained on January 14, 1949 that Judith Coplon was to 
go to her home in Brooklyn, New York for the week end* She was placed under 
a discreet surveillance by Agents of the- Washington Field Office and after she 
reached New York, by Agents of that Office. 


Upon arriving in Pennsylvania Station in New York City, she went 
immediately to the ladies room where she remained over one-half hour. She 
left without her overnight bag and spent about one-half hour in Penn Station 
and then caught a subway train to 191st Street in Manhattan. It is to

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be noted that this was in the opposite direction from her parents* home in 
Brooklyn. She left the subway station and began walking around an 
isolated, dark neighborhood although it was apparent that she was not 
lost. After about one-half hour she arrived at the comer of 193rd Street 
and Broadway, where she waited on a dark comer for about 15 minutes. At 
7:12 PM an unknown man met her and the two walked slowly north on Broadway 
to rykman Street. They then walked along Eykman Street to a small Italian 
Restaurant, which they entered and where they remained for some time. They 
were observed talking, but it could not be determined if arything passed between 
the two persons.

At 8«15 PM they left the restaurant and went to the Eighth Avenue 
subway and caught a downtown train. The unknown man left the train at the 125th 
Street subway station. He then went through a variety of maneuvers in an 
attempt to ascertain if he was being surveilled. His maneuvers made a 
discreet surveillance impossible, and he disappeared in a subway. The 
surveillance was handled in a discreet manner in order to avoid his discovering, 
that he was under surveillance. The Agents engaging in this surveillance are 
positive that he did not know he was being followed.

LOYALTY INVESTIGATION TO BE HELDIN ABEYANCE 

After, the determination that Judith Goplon is still active as a 
Soviet agent, it was deemed advisable to hold "the Loyalty investigation which 
had been opened in abeyance until we have an opportunity to prove that she is 
delivering espionage, data to Soviet intelligence. In line with this, instructions 
have been issued to various offices having leads in the Loyally investigation 
to discontinue the investigation pending further instructions from the Bureau* 

You will- appreciate that interviews conducted in the' Loyalty case of close 
associates of Coplon will if .continued undoubtedly come to her. attention 
and she will, at least temporarily, cease active work as a Soviet agent. 

RECOMMENDATION; 

If you approve, I will orally advise Mr. Peyton Ford and/or the 
Attorney General of the new information regarding Coplon indicating she is 
still active as a Soviet, espionage agent and, is in clandestine contact, with a 
member of the Soviet UN Delegation.

In connection with the investigation of the above-named individual^ 
an employee of the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the Department, I 
wish to set forth the dealings which I have had with her for any possible 
consideration' in relation to the investigation. 


The writer in handling, the Registration Act in the past several years, 
necessarily has communicated- with the Foreign Agents Section of the Department. 

The Registration Act in the Bureau receives abstracts of registration statements 
and at times clarification is needed of these abstracts and a call is made to 
the Foreign Agents Section in the Department. In addition, at the request of 
Supervisors, calls have, been made to the Foreign Agents Section to determine 
whether a person is or 'is not registered at a given time, and also some particular 
information from a registration statement which may not be available here in 
the Bureau. These calls have been made principally to Mrs. Irene Longley, 
Extension 444 in the Foreign Agents Section of the Department, who is in charge 
of the records. Until recently, another individual, Mrs. Eldred, assisted in 
this work, but she has since been transferred from the Foreign Agents Section. 

When a question of interpretation arose, Mrs. Longley would refer me to an 
analyst, or even to Mr. Foley, the attorney in charge of foreign agents. In 
such a manner I have talked several times to not only Miss Coplon, but also to 
an analyst named Morris, as wellas Foley. 


It is recalled that one time in discussing the registration of a 
foreign agent with Miss Coplon, she mentioned research which she had done in 
connection with the prosecution of the Communist Party. She advised that she had 
reviewed the intra-Departmental memoranda and prepared a summary v/hich, in her 
opinion, contained all the reasons why the Communist Party had not been prosecuted, 
either for violation of the Registration Act .or the Voorhis Act. Miss Coplon 
advised me she would loan me her copy of this memorandum, and since it was rL — 
not in the Bureau, I accepted, and had it photostated. ^returned her copy, w 
which was a ticaer she was evidently maintaining,^ 0 ^ - 


v On another occasion, Miss Coplon advi , sea' , UHAt “an attj'ofneykhaiiied, 

^N.emser had prepared a summary on the Communist Party v/hich sjje ‘Wiiignt 1 was 
' interesting, and she stated if I desired to look at it, I could borrow her 
copy. Since I did not know what type of memorandum had been prepared, and 
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believing it would be of interest to the Bhreau, I accepted her copy and had 
it photostated. The memorandum of Nemser was merely a summarization of Bureau 
reports and memoranda for the past years on the Communist Party and did not 
reveal anything of a startling nature not already in the Bureau files. I 
returned to Miss Coplon the copy which she had transmitted. The writer has 
never met Miss Coplon personally, and aside from the above, has not had any 
dealing with her, but it is suggested that consideration be given to the 
utilization of the entree v/hich the writer has in connection with the 
investigation of the present case.

they went to the Picadilly Hotel where l I obtained a single room. Miss 


Coplon and Mr. Shapiro went to the room, and after remaining approximately an hour 
they left the hotel, going to a restaurant and ultimately attending the theater. 


A highly confidential and reliable informant advised that in the personal 
possessions of Miss Coplon were the following items of interest: a black leather 
purse with gold trim containing an address book, a diary and a bank book indicating 
she has an account at the City National Bank of Washington, D. C., this account 
having been opened in 1 9k$ and having a present balance of §U00. The diary of Miss 
Coplon contained the following entries:

The address book of Miss Coplon contained numerous names and addresses, 
the complete list of which is being set forth in the attached memorandum to the 
Attorney General. You may be interested in the fact that a number of these names 
relate to persons whom we have investigated or have information concerning, in- 
dicating they have pro-Communist sympathies. Examples of these are as' follows: 

Bea^Braude , Paris, Dinard, 2 9 Rue Casett (off Rue de Rennes). 

This individual is believed to be identical with Beatri c e^raude 
who was investigated under the loyalty program while employed 
as a research analyst for the Department of State, Washington, 

D. C. According to a confidential and reliable source, on No- 
vember 2, 191)6, Mary Jane Keeney, who was implicated in the 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster case, contacted Lois Carlisle and 
informed her that she had been trying to locate a- girl who re- 
cently returned from Germany, Beatrice Braude, who was employed 
in the State Department in a section known as the State Research 
Intelligence. Mary Jane Keeney said she wanted to contact this 
girl because the girl had a message .for Mary Jane Keeney from 
an anti-Fascist in Berlin. On November 12, 191)6, the same in- j 
formant advised that Mary Jane Keeney contacted Beatrice Braude j 
and Braude advised her she had a message for her from Helen Booth! 

They made an appointment to have lunch together the same day.

Washington, D. C., on April 6, 191)6. Norman Bursler reportedly 
was implicated in Soviet espionage activities in Washington in 
connection with the Nathan Gregory Silvermaster investigation. 


This telephone number is presently listed to Luis Siegel who also 
■has a listing as a CPA attorney, 11 West li2d Street, New York City . 
The New York files list the name I I 

as appearing on a petition to President Truman on April 15 j 19U8, 
protesting the U. S. policy in Palestine. This petition was or- 
ganized and abetted by persons identified by the New York City 
police as Communists. 
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Following their attendance at the theater, Shapiro and Judith Coplon 
returned to the hotel room, following which Hiss Coplon left the hotel and went 
to her parents' home in Brooklyn. 

On January 20, \9h9, Coplon remained at her parents' home until about - 
2:00 p.m., when she had gone out shopping. later in the afternoon, she took a 
subway which she left at the Trail Street station and then sauntered around, look- 
ing into mirrors on gum machines, and .doubled back, ending up at the building 120 
Broadway, which was almost at the point where she had left the subway. At 6:5 0, p. 
a woman left this building and Coplon and she had dinner together, after which 
Coplon returned home and the woman went to’ IjOU Riverside Drive. She was subse- . 
quently identified as Helen Siegel and she apparently works for Edward Reger, an 
attorney at 120 Broadway, New York City. He is apparently anti-Communist and is 
a New York City Councilman. 

On January 22, 1 9h9> Miss Coplon left home at noon and went to Saks 
Fifth Avenue store where she shopped and where she met a -woman believed to be 
Helen Siegel, and an unknown woman, who apparently had never met Coplon before. 
They left Saks Fifth Avenue and went to Lord and Taylor Department Store shopping, 
after which Coplon met a man driving an automobile which tags were registered to 
Seymom^agan, li;31 Harrison Avenue, New York City. It is to be noted that Nagan 
has been in contact recently with Coplon in Washington, D. C., and is suspected 
of possibly being implicated in the espionage activities of Judith Coplon. Addi- 
tional investigation of him is being .conducted. 

Miss Coplon and Nagan went to 257 West 39th Street, New York City,, and 
remained there until approximately U:50 p.m., at which time they left in an auto- 
mobile, and at which time the surveillance was temporarily dropped due to the need 
of discretion in order to avoid arousing the suspicion of Coplon that she is under 
investigation. 

A physical surveillance conducted by Agents in the New York Office at 
Coplon' s Brooklyn residence on January 23, 1 9h9j failed to reflect that she left 
home. As of 3:00 p.m. on January 23, 19^9, Coplon had not departed for Washington

OBSERVATIONS : 

The following observations are being made for your consideration in 
the event the Attorney* General again discusses with you the question of whether 
.Judith Coplon should be dismissed or retained at least temporarily in her present 
position: 


1. Successful prosecution in this case is dependent upon 
Coplon’ s having continued access to restricted data, at 
least until it can be proven that she has passed it- to 
a Soviet superior. 


2 . 


Her discharge will result in a breakdown of a known 
Soviet espionage operation and will make it difficult 
to develop the intelligence activity of the Soviet 
_ United Nations employee, Gubitchev. The full poten- 
tialities of his activity and the reasons for his 
recent contact with Coplon are not fully apparent to 
us as yet, due to the short duration of our investi- 
gation of him. 


3. Coplon already has been employed in the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section for four years, if employed longer 
her information will be merely cumulative to that to 
which she has already had access. The harm resulting 
from continued employment under close supervision will 
be superficial to that already done.

Her discharge, for whatever reason, will undoubtedly 
preclude any possible future development of her as a 
double agent which of course will be attempted when 
the investigation has proceeded to the point where 
prosecution is possible. 


£. Our original information indicated that in 19UU when 
Coplon was recruited in Soviet espionage operations, 
this recruitment was by one^Kora (Soviet Code ’Name) 
whose identity i s still, yflknow n. In the same espionage 
parallel was one | [ who has not been posi- 

tively identified, but 'vfho- is believed to be possibly 
a former employee of the Office of the Coordinator of 
Inter-American Affairs, of the same name. Our continued 
investigation of Coplon, if she is left in her present 
post, may give us a change to develop these links and 
I thereby uncover an extensive espionage operation in the 
\ U. S. Government. 
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It nay be that if Coplon is continued in her present 
employment, we can feed to her certain information of 
a deceptive nature which will react to our benefit. 

It is contemplated that if she is continued in her 
employment, a memorandum will be sent to the Depart- 
ment to find its way into her tends which v/ill state 
that the Bureau has two highly placed officials of 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation serving as informants. 
This information, which is false, will undoubtedly 
cause a shakeup in the present personnel at Amtorg, 
which, as you know, has long, served as a cover for 
Soviet espionage activities. 


RECCKHENDATIOMS: 

P If you have occasion to discuss this natter with the Attorney 

General, while you may not desire to make a recommendation of continued 
, employment, you my desire to acquaint the Attorney General with some 
^ of these facts as having a bearing on any decision reached by him. 


There is enclosed a memorandum for the Attorney General, 
bringing to his attention the developments which have taken place 
since January 19, ' 1949 . 


Two other memoranda are also enclosed for the Attorney General, 
the first recomending a technical surveillance on Coplon* s home 
residence in New York City, and the second recommending a technical 
and microphone surveillance oh her office.

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This additional investigation, conducted in May, 1946, was made by 
i the Few York and Washington Field Offices. The New York Office reported infor- 
mation, developed on August 24, 1944, by Confidential Informant T-l (a highly 
confidential source, known to Special Agents of the New York Office, having 
access to the offices of the German-American Emergency Conference and the German- 
American Anti-Nazi Students Committee) to the effect that the Informant had 
observed among the files of the German-American Anti-Nazi,. Students Committee, 
a list of individuals, captioned "Contacts established at Washington Conference." 
Among the individuals appearing on -this list was JUDITH CGELON, Student’s 
Mail, 'Barnard College, New York City, it is noted that the German-American 
Anti-Nazi Students Committee is an organization -which y/as reportedly formed 
about June, 1942, in Fev; York City and its purpose "was listed to win the war 
| against Fascism, to fight Fascism, to extend the Four Freedoms and to expose and 
j f i$it discrimination against students and teachers ^of enemy nationalities*, 


With regard to the list of "Contacts established at Y/ashingtom Conference", 
on which appeared the name of JUDITH .COPLON. Confidential Informant T-l 
(previously identified) was unable to describe the purpose of the Washington 
Conference referred to but believed that the German-American Anti-Nazi Students 
Committee had sent a number of delegates to the Conference of the International 
Students Service of the International Student Assembly, held at Washington, D. 

C., in 1942. This same Informant, as reported by the Few York Office, had been 
in a position to observe a m emb ership list of this organization and the name of 
JUDITH COPLON was not found on that list. With further reference to the German- 
American Anti— Nazi Students Committee, the New York Office reported "that this 
organization had been organized by the German-American Emergency Conference, a 
reported Communist front organization. 


With regard to this particular information, furnished by Confidential 
Informant T-l of the New York Office, it should be noted that JUDITH COPLON was 
referred to only as a contact of the German-American Anti -Nazi Students Committee 
as distinguished from a member of this organization and from the nature of the 
information available, was apparently Contacted by a delegate of the' German- 
American Anti-Nazi Students Committee, who attended the ’Washington Conference 
in 1942 of the International Students Service of the International Student Assembly. 
In support of the fact that she was apparently not a member of the German- 
American Anti— Nazi Students Committee, Few York Confidential Informant T— 1 had 
observed a membership list of this organization and her name was not on the 
membership list.

During the investigation by the New York Office in 1946, a Miss JEAN 
WALICKI, Anti-Trust Division, Department of Justice, New York City was interviewed 
and advised that Miss COPLON had been employed as an. Expert by the Economic 
Warfare Unit, Anti-Trust Division, N evr York City from July 1, 1945, to January 
16 1945. Miss WALICKI stated that JUDITH COPLON’ s services had been satisfactory 
and that she appeared to be an intelligent young woman. She stated, however, 
that Miss COPLON was inclined to have left wing views and sympathies but was 
unable to be more specific in this regard.

and advised that he had known Miss COPLON fairly intimately from- about 1943 to, 

1945, He advised that Miss COPLQN was definitely a Russian sympathizer and that 
lie had observed from the time he first knew her that her convictions* parti c— 
ularly along economic and political lines followed the Russian, line. According 
, to this Informant, Miss COPLON was outspokenly a supporter of the Second Front 
during the past war and in other natters, followed the Communist line. He 
indicated that her economic views were far to the left. However , Confidential 
Informant T-3 stated that so far as he knew. Miss COPLON was not a Communist; 
and also to the best of his knowledge, did not belong to any political organizations# 


As opposed to the information furnished by JEAN WALICKI and Confidential 
Informant T-3, outlined above, other individuals interviewed by the Nev; York 
Office during the investigation, furnished no derogatory information of any kind 
concerning Miss COPLQN and stated that they would not hesitate to recommend her. 
Among other individuals interviewed were former professors of Miss COPLON at Barnard 
College, neighbors and an acquaintance, who had known her far a period of six years 
and was a close friend of Miss COPLON at Barnard College. Investigation by the 
Washington Field Office in 1946 consisted 'of a review of the personnel record of 
the Department of Justice v/hich failed to reflect any derogatory inf ormati on* and 
the usual neighborhood, credit and criminal investigation which failed to develop 
any derogatory informations 

Also opposed to the information fumidied by Miss WALICKI and Confidential 
Informant New York T-3, (previously identified), as outlined above, there appeared 
in the Bureau Files, a memorandum prepared for, the Department of Justice by 
JUDITH COPLON in her position as a Political Analyst, setting forth her comments 
regarding certain publications of the International. Bookstore which were referred 
to the Department by the Bureau for o.' decision as to whether the publications 
listed might be in any way classified as political propaganda. The publications, 
referred to Miss COPLON for her review in connection with this matter were 
publications published by various Russian and Communist organizations and Miss 
COPLON, in prepairing her comments concerning these publications referred to five 
of them as: ”Because of their ^Communist, Marxist or Pro-S 0 viet content, may 

readily be labeled as political propaganda.” Ohis characterization of these pub- 
lications by Miss COPLON appeared to contradict the comment of Miss WALICKI 
and Confidential Informant New. York T-3 to the effect that Miss COPLON had left 
wing sympathies and was a Russian sympathizer. 

In further consideration of 'this matter, it might be noted that all of 
the information set forth above was already in the possession of "the Department 
of Justice as the employing agency and no action apparently had been taken 
concerning it. 







It might be further- noted that there was ho indication at the time 
that JUDITH COPLOrl was a member of any organization cited by the Attorney General 
as being, within, the purview of Executive Order #9835; no indication that she 
was a member of any organization, cited by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities or other appropriate public committees and no indication, as of that 
date, that she was engaged in Espionage or related activity. 

In light of this concrete information which has now been received 
regarding JUDITH COELOH, a loyalty investigation has been initiated and the 
field has been instructed to afford the investigation thorough and expeditious 
attention.

. The following proposal, in connection with*, this woman who is 
employed in the Foreign Agents Registration Section of the Department of 
Justice, is made in order that we may, if possible, obtain legal evidence 
of her espionage activities at the earliest possible time. You will reca! 
that on Jaqujxty 14, 1949, Judith Coplon met in New York City, Valentin 
Alekseevic a^Gubit.c hev, a Soviet United Nations employee. , This meetiiig^t'rongly 
indicate s^that Judith Coplon is still active as a Soviet espionage agent and would 
tend to indicate that she has been active since being recruited by the M.G 
Intelligence) in December, 1944. 



Therefore, it is incumbent upon us to obtain legal evidence of her 
activities. To do this it will be necessary to prove that she delivers restricted 
documents to some unauthorized person. We must also be in a position to prove what 
the documents sire. It is therefore recommended that we prepare a blind memorandum 
on the Amtorg Trading Corporation containing a review of information appearing in 
our files. 


It is suggested that this document be approximately ten or fifteen pages in 
length. We are presently in communication with the Department concerning a possible 
Foreign Agents Registration Act violation on the part of Amtorg and have previously 
furnished them reports in that case so the preparation of such a memorandum would be 
entirely logical. It is proposed that we place a memorandum of transmittal to the 
Department on this blind memorandum in which we state that in connection with any 
jjRegistration Act violation on the part of Amtorg,. we desire to call to the Department's 
attention that we presently have two Soviet 'officials v of Amtorg serving in a 
confidential capacity as _ informants of this- Bureau said that these two officials could, 
if necessary, be used^in any contemplated prosecution of Amtorg. This information, of 
course, would be fals e but would be of value for two reasons. First, it would make 
.the "bait" attractive and -also if and when it reaches the hands of Soviet Intelligence 
would prove disruptive $&.bo.th the operations of Amtorg and Soviet Intelligence, 
Undoubtedly Soviet Intelligence would engage inE^wide spread investigation to locate"^ 
their "two traitors" in Amtorg. fra

OBSERVATIONS ; 


It is 'believed that this proposal offers us a good opportunity to detect 
the actual transmission of espionage data. You will appreciate that the receiving 
of a Bureau memorandum on Amtorg would "be of prime interest to Coplon’s Soviet 
principles. 


It is felt that if we can detect Coplon in the act of passing such a 
document we will have a good possibility of doubling her and thereafter using her 
to penetrate Soviet Intelligence operations or in the alternative we will be in 
a position to furnish to the Department proof of a violation of the espionage 
statutes.

In accordance with the aboye, there is attached a memorandum to Mr.

Information has been received from a departmental official that 
Miss Thomas, Secretary to Mr. Peyton Ford, has voiced a suspicion of Judith 
Coplon and also of one Ulda Eldredwho presen tl^fthe Secretary to Mr. Foley 
in the Fordign Agents, Registration* Section. 

Hiss Thomas stated that Eldred was a very close friend of one Rose 
Fox, formerly in Foreign Agents Registration Section, who is now deceased. This 
is Rose Fox whoso sister, Ida, Fox, v/as very active in picketing the National 
Theater in Washington, D. G. According to Miss Thomas, after Rose Fox’s death, 
Judith Coplon attempted to take up a collection within the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Section for flowers. Hiss Thomas has stated that Ronald MacDonald, who 
is now in the Solicitor General *s office and Mrs. Irma Hainan, who is presently 
employed as a translator at the Bureau, might have additional information con- 
cerning Miss Coplon.

At noon today* Mr. LEROY McCAULEY, Special Assistant to .the Attorney 
General and Administrative Officer of the Anti-Trust ^vision. Department of 
.Justice, advised the writer that he had just received a letter dated February lf>, 
19U9, from Mr. W. VAN ALLEN, formerly in charge of the personnel in the Anti- 
Trust Division, U. S. Department of Justice, 30 Broad Street,^ New York City, in 
which after mentioning a previous telephone conversation with Mr. McCAULEY, he 
stated that JEAN W ALI CKI had recently become friendly with 4he left-wing group 
in the New York Office. In this letter, VAN ALLEN expressed the opinion that 
'•anyone who hires a gang of commies and party followers must have similar leanings 
himself. An examination of the personnel which stacked at least 50$ of the' New 
York Office of the War division will^ emphasize this point". It is believed that 
Mr. VAN ALLEN is referring to ROBERwOKLFORTH as having hired these individuals. 

VAN ALLEN also advised of having been interviewed in 19U6 by an FBI 
agent concerning JUDITH COPLON. He expressed concern over the fact that Miss 
WALICKI had referred the agent to him rather than to ROBERT WOHLFORTH said expressed 
the possibility that WOHLFORTH and WALICKI had arranged it that way in order for 
WOHLFORTH to learn through his Washington contacts what he, VAN ALLEN, had to say 
about JUDITH COPLON. 

Mr. McCAULEY explained that in his telephone conversation -with VAN ALLEN, 
various employees of the New fork Office of the Department of Justice were discussed 
and that JUDITH COPLON' s name was mentioned.

En route, she opened her 
purse and it was noted to contain several sheets of onion skin paper bearing typing 


Valentine A. Gubitchev in the meantime left his home at 7:05 PM and pro- 
ceeded to go through numerous maneuvers to shake any surveillance to the point-that 
finally the Agents, in the interest of the security of the case, temporarily dis- 
continued the surveillance. However, both Coplon and Gubitchev were observed at 
8:00 PM at 192nd Street and Broadway, Coplon, crossing the street diagonally to 
meet Gubitchev. As they met, she had her- hand in her. purse and he reached out his 
hand. Agents oh the surveillance believe she passed some papers, but did not 
actually see anything passed in view of the need ;f or the? use of discretion on this 
surveillance and' the darkness of, the street; Coplon then continued on up the 
street and Gubitchev watched to; see if she were being followed.

It is to be noted that the meeting, as outlined above,, took place five 
weeks to the day after the previous meeting and occurred.at approximately the 
same time and place. In both instances, Coplon had placed in her^ diary, under 
the dates of the meetings, innocuous notations apparently, to serve, as a reminder 
of the meetings . Therefore, if a pattern is indicated by the past two meetings, 
it would appear Coplon meets Gubitchev, at approximately one-month; intervals to 
furnish information to him and to receive instrurogftns^ regarding -her Soviet _ 
espionage activities . 

It is to be noted that in connection w&hpjhis meetin ; 
thought it to be in the interest of 'the case, we could have pi' 
the time she passed*<£he. information and we probably then would be in a position

where we could present to the Department sufficient evidence on which to sustain 
an espionage conviction* There are two reasons why such action was not practical 
at the meeting: first, one of our primary objectives is to develop Coplon as a 

double agentj secondly, we are more or less estopped from taking any action which 
would involve Gubitchev in view of the fact that he is a member of the- United 
Nations Secretariat. You will recall that former Under Secretary of State 
Robert Lovett, in a letter to the Attorney General of September 16, 1948, stated 
that in our surveillance of persons employed by the United Nations, the sur- 
veillance •'would exclude interrogation, any interference with the person, the 
residence or the office of the official in question or infringement of his 
diplomatic privileges." 


A memorandum is attached to the Attorney General, outlining the latest 
developments in this case and suggesting that the views of the Secretary of State 
,be obtained regarding the action which may be warranted in the event further 
meetings are observed where papers are passed, clearly indicating that this em- 
ployee of the United States Government £* passing restricted data to a person 
attached to the United Nations Secretariat, who is undoubtedly a Soviet espionage

OBSERVATIONS 



It is believed that pending Ihe Attorney General's obtaining the views 
of the Secretary of State in this matter, it is in our interest to continue the 
vigorous investigation of this case to dete rm i n e the extent of the activities of 
Coplon and Gubitchev and' to attempt to develop more information concerning other 
persons who may be involved in this matter. Our primary Interest will continue 
to be in an attempt to develop Coplon as a double agent or, in the alternative, 
to develop a case suitable for prosecution.

There is attached for your approval a memorandum to the Attorney General, 
which will be personally delivered to, him, giving him the new developments and 
suggesting that he take up with the Secretary of State the situation regardi ng 
Gubitchev.

You will recall that this case involves a present employee of 
the Foreign Agents Registration Section, Judith Coplon, who was recruit^ , , ^ 

to act as a Soviet espionage agent in the fall of *1944, according to infornmt'&i^'^^i' 
available to us through the decoding of Soviet Intelligence messages from New York 
to Moscow. It is also apparent that Coplon is still in contact with Soviet Intel- 
ligence Agents inasmuch as she met a Soviet member of the United Nations Secretariat, 
Valentine A. Gubitchev, clandestinely on a dark street in New York City on the . A 
evening of January 14, 1949. 



An intensive investigation has been conducted of Coplon since this casd 
was instituted on December 31, 1948, which has revealed numerous contacts of Coplon, 
none- of whom are known to be active as Soviet Agents with the exception of 
Gubitchev. It is known through technical and microphone coverages on Coplon, that 
she plans to go to New York City on February 18, 1949, for the week end. From an 
innocuous notation in her diary, .which is similar to the one appearing on the date 
of her previous contact with Gubitchev, it is felt that she may be planning on 
meeting”Gubitchev soon after her arrival in New York City on February 18, 1949. 

This meeting will be covered by a physical surveillance* on Coplon as well as a 
physical surveillance on Gubitchev. Inasmuch as at the last meeting it was noted 
that they .are both extremely surveillance conscious , the physical surveillances 
will be handled in a most discreet manner and they will be temporarily discontinued 
following the meeting for security reasons in order not to endanger our investigation 
of this matter. 


Dependent upon the results of the investigative coverage* of Judith Coplon 
in New York City, upon her return to Washington, immediate consideration will be 
given to interviewing her in order to bring this case to a rapid conclusion. The 
factors to be considered in this regard are as follows: 


1. Judith Coplon, in her employment inAtJje Foreign Agents Registration Sec- 
tion has .access to FBI reports and other c onf^ent f at^mat erial . This creates a 

very undesirable situation which must be correq&Sd as^jzjpn as it S^^&aWiJlcal to

5. In the event that a decision is reached to immediately interview 
Coplon upon her return from New York City, we will be interviewing her without 
any positive assurance of inducing her to act as a double agent or an informant 
inasmuch as we do riot have a violation on her part oh a Federal statute at the 
present time. 


The above represents the important factors to' be considered in this 
case in the near future; that is, should we bring this case to a quick conclusion 
by an interview or should we continue to investigate the various individuals 
. involved, in an effort to develop more complete information in this Soviet 
espionage network.

In connection with the charts of the streets of 
Manhattan which are being prepared by the Cartographic section 
certain problems have arisen. These charts are being prepared 
the basis of the surveillance logs prepared by the Agents and 
the basis of detailed memoranda submitted by the Agents as to 
they observed bn the surveillances. However, the charts are 
prepared in such detail that it is impossible to accurately c 
the movements of Coplin and Gubitchev without talking to the ^ 
Agents who were on the surveillance . In order that there can be no 
chance of the charts being thrown out at the tidal or the necessity 
for a last minute change in the charts, it is believed necessary for 
Special Agent Leo J. Gauthier to go to New York City and talk to the 
Agents who participated in the surveillances. 



RECOMMENDATION: 

It is recommended that Special Agent Gauthier be directed 
to go to New York City to confer with the Agents who participated in 
these surve illa nces in order that the charts may be accurately completed 
at the earliest possible time.

Pursuant to your instructions. Special Agent R. J. 

Lamphere advised Mr. John Kelley, Departmental attorney, of the 
fact that Special Agent Mendenhall, if asked on cross examination — 
as to -whether he had .knowledge of the fact that there was a technical 
surveillance used in the Coplon case, would have to answer in the 
affirmative. Mr. Keliey was asked if Mr. Mendenhall was a necessary 
witness and he said that he was. Mr. Kelley indicated that if the 
question was asked of Mendenhall and he answered in the affirmative, 
and there was then a further question, Mr. Kelley would take the 
matter to the bench and inf ora the Judge and the defense attorney 
that if the matter were pursued it would then be necessary for the 
Government to produce information obtained through the technical 
surveillance. Hr. Kelley advised, that this was, of course, a bluff, 
that they had no intention of producing information from the technical 
surveillance, but that he was sure that this would end the matter.

Yesterday during the testimony offered by the Government in 
connection with the motion to suppress the evidence. Special. Agent 

Edward F. McCarthy was asked about five questions relating to the 

existence of technical surveillances. Special Agent McCarthy does not 
have any personal knowledge of the existence of "technical survei llan ces, 
and the wording of the questions as recalled by him permitted him to answer, 

”1 don’t know.” The questions were objected to by Hr. Y/hearty and Mr. Kelley, 
but the Court overruled the objections and required the answer. 

_ 1,Ir * Kelley last night advised Special Agent McCarthy and Special 

Agent Robert Robinson that in his opinion the Court is not going to sustain 
any objections to the questions relating to the existence of technical 
surveillances, and it is his opinion that any questions along this line 
should not be evaded but should be clearly answered. At the present time, 
the Agents are instructed that if they are asked as to whether they know of 
the existence of a technical surveillance, they can properly answer ”1 don’t 
know”; however, it appears that the defense attorney. Palmer, will ask 
questions in the following manner:. «Do you have reason to believe that tech- 
nical surveillances were used? 1 ’, or "Did anyone tell you that technical 
surveillances were used?” Such questions, if permitted, and it appears that * j 
they will be permitted, will require the answer ’’yes’’ oh the part of all 
Special Agents.

For example, . if the question £s. asked, ”Do you; know whether' wire taps were used 
in this case?”, all witnesses, with the exception*, of Agents ^Mendenhall and 
Payne, will be, .able, to answer truthfully ”1, don’t knewr.”- Mr*. Uhearty and 
Mr* .Kelley plan to permit this, ariswer if* .the question is., worded in this way 
or in a similar manner.

If ‘ they state that he is a necessary -witness, it is recommended that-

technical surveillance on Judith Coplon. This technical surveillance on the 
office of Judith Coplon .was first installed on January 25, 1949, was discontinued; 
on F.etytatyii, ,1949,* reinstated on February 11, 1949, and discontinued on 
March 12, 1949. Ibis suryeillance consisted of a niicrophone-techhicaL 
surveillance -combination. It was* established -with the complete authority of 
the Attorney General and the. usual approved request is on file. The microphone 
surveillance ..alone is regarded as a legal installation,, since, the office space 
•was under the control of the Attorney General. For this reason, it was monitored 
separately from all the other technical, surveillances handled by the "Washington 
Field Office,.' It "was actually monitored- 'in the detention ceils of- the Washington 
Field Office in the Department of Justice building. Special Agent Mendenhall 
monitored, this suiydillence- for a short period of time shortly after it -was 
instituted, because there was difficult in determining the .identity of? persons; 
who .were being discussed. Names were being secured only phonetically and 
Agent Mendenhall, having thorough knowledge of the case up v to that .point, was.

The testimony with reference to the existance of technical surveillances 
in this case was-'* discussed. I pointed out that to my knowledge no .agent or 
employee who would appear as a witness would have personal knowledge of any 
technical ^surveillahdeT^ir was admitted that they had been informed and were 
generally aware of the fact of the existance of one or more technical surveillance^ 
but such information was hearsay in part. It was finally agreed that it would 
be proper for all agents who appeared as witnesses to respond to any question 
concerning the existance of a technical surveillance by stating, "I don’t know 1 ’. 

Mr. Whearty and Mr. Kelly stated that if the defense couns'el pursued ^thb line of 
questioning past that point, they plan to discuss it with the judge. They do not 
want to create any bad impression by trying to cover up the fact that technical 
surveillances were utilized but they wish to point put to the court that it is 
completely immaterial, and that under the law they are not permitted to divulge 
the information obtained on technical surveillances,with the expectation that 
that the judge will stop all questioning with reference to technical surveillances? A\

I. pointed out to them; (1) the 
confidential character of the information and that I couldn’t make 
references to it, (2) I personally did not order this investigation, 
that I merely served as a relay of instruction frcm the Attorney 
General and the Director, It .was agreed that I would not be a 
necessary witness . 

RECOMMENDATION ; 

It is recommended that all Bureau personnel who will be 
called to testify in this case be instructed that with reference to 
technical surveillances they are to respond to any question concerning 
the existence thereof by answering, "I don’t know.” I checked with 
Supervisor Delavigne of the Washington Field Office and Supervisor 
Granville of the New York Division and each has advised that no 
Special Agent scheduled as a witness has had anything to do with 
the installation of a technical surveillance nor have they listened 
to any technical surveillance utilized in this case. They shall 
not testify to hearsay information. 

To be absolutely certain, however, if this recommendation 
is approved, all Agents scheduled to testify will again bf, specially 
asked upon their arrival in Washington and prior to their testimony, 
if they had anything to do with a technical surveillance in connection 
with this case. If, after this second check, it is found that an 
Agent did have something to do with such a technical surveillance,, 
then a special determination can be made at that time. 

It is also recommended that all such personnel be instructed 
that they are not to furnish information as to the source of the original 
complaint nor are they to detail the information furnished by the confiden- 
tial source in this case. Responding to any questions along this line, they 
are to state that one described source of information furnished information

On April 19, 1949, Special Agent Frederick E. Webb, Document Ur. (Was9_ZHIZ 
Ebcaminer, and Special Agent R. J. Laraphere we re present in Mr. John 
Kelley* s office in connection with the testimony of Mr. Webb at the 
coming trial which is scheduled to start April 25, 1949. Mr. Raymond 7/hearty 
was present. Following the conclusion of the conversation relative to the 
testimony ofujlr. '.Webbjv Hr. Kelley raised the question as to the possibility 
of Archibaldj\Palmer, Cop Ion* s attorney, asking agents as to whether Coplon’s 
telephone had been tapped and as to what their answers would be if such a 
question were asked. Mr. Kelley stated that he believed that an agent v/ho had 
no personal knowledge of the use of a telephone tap in this case could so state 
but he, wondered how such a question would be answered by a Bureau official or 
an agent in the field who did have such knowledge either personally or officially. . 

Mr. Kelley suggested that the Bureau might desire to give this matter consideration 
in order that there might be uniformity in the agents* answers to such a question 
at the trial. 

It is believed that agents, should respond in accordance with the facts 
where they have knowledge of the use of technical surveillances used in this 
investigation. The facts are as follows: 

On December 31, 1948, we directed a memorandum to the Attorney General 
requesting authorization for a technical surveillance on Coplon’ s residence in 
Washington, D. C. The Attorney General authorized this technical surveillance 
on January 4, 1949. The V/ashington Field Office advised by memorandum dated h/VC^ 

January 7, 1949, that the technical surveillance (symbol C— 593) had been instal- /' 
led at 4t00 p.m. on January 6, 1949, on Judith Coplon 1 s residence at Jefferson 
Hall, HpLean Gardens, 3685 38th Street, Northwest, Telephone Woodly 5219.

Following the 3:30, recess SA McCarthy; from the New York 
Office took the stand. Mr. Palmer asked Mr. McCarthy if it wasn’t 
true, that he had made Coplon take' something out. of her mouth at the 
tine she was arrested and McCarthy said yes, and that it was a life . 
saver,. Palmer asked if he thought it was poison and McCarthy said 
that under the circumstances he considered that.- This matter 
was then dropped and, Palmer then wanted to know whether McCarthy 
forcibly took the pocketbook from Coplon; McCarthy said no but he took 
it because she was under arrest. 



Palmer then began asking questions of McCarthy and Miller 
as to whether they heard her asking for permission to call her mother 
arid- her attorney. They answered.no. Palmer is asking everybody 
if they saw any papers passed. Palmer is making a great issue of 
the fact that at the time of the arrest .without the warrant the 
Agents did not know or did not have any way of knowing the contents 
of the pocketbook which was seized.

SA -T. Scott Miller was recalled to the stand and 
identified the complaint, vdiich he had filed and which had been 
telephoned down from New York.. 


Palmer argued that the material should be suppressed 
as it is an illegal seizure on the basis of an exploratory search 
and they didn't know what they were going to find. 

The Judge appeared to be. shaking his head negatively and 
it was, the Agents ' impression that the Judge was disagreeing with 
Palmer and favoring the Government. Apparently the arguments 
are over and the Judge will rule on the motion in the morning. 
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Supervisor Kenneth Delavigne of the YJFO called at 3 :45 
P.M. and furnished the following information concerning the 
hearing on the motion filed by Coplon's attorney to suppress the 
evidence in this case. 

Upon the reconvening of the court at ,2:00 P.M. Palmer 
asked for a copy of the complaint filed against Coplon in New 
York at the time of her. arrest. SAAG Kelley said he called New York 
and arranged to have the content of the' complaint phoned down to 
him and would make it available as soon sis it is received. (It is 
noted that Mr. IThearty's secretary called the Bureau at 2:50 P.M. 
today and asked if the Bureau had a copy of this warrant. She was

The jury was excused until 10:00 A.M., Thursday, April 28. 
SA T. Scott Miller was put back on the stand. Palmer asked Miller 
if he had seen any papers in the possession of Coplon. Palmer's 
questioning of Miller assumed a grilling aspect with great emphasis 
on whether Miller knew the law on searches and seizures. It appears 
that Palmer is endeavoring to show that the Bureau at the time it 
arrested Coplon conducted an exploratory search which, on the basis 
of a Japanese case he cited, is illegal. Palmer asked Miller if 
he knew where the documents were that were 'taken from Coplon. Miller 
ireplied he did not know. Palmer then waxed sarcastically on the 
contents of the purse at the time it 'was taken by the Bureau, insist- 
|ing that they were trivia. 




SA McCarthy of the New. York Office was., then put oh the 
witness stand’. Palmer asked him. whether he knew or if anyone, had 
told him that Coplon's phone anywhere - in New York or Washington - 
had been tapped. McCarthy replied "I don't know." Palmer then 
injected criticism and sarcasm,, pointing out that there apparently 
were times during the Agents 1 surveillance of Coplon ‘that she was 

not {completely? covered. - ’ - '

Palmer asked why the locker utilized by, Coplon at Penn 
Station^ had not been searched. -His question was objected to and 
the objection sustained. Palmer then asked for the key to this 
locker tiThich the- ^stated was in Coplon's purse' when she was arrested. 
McCarthy told him that he did not have it; 
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Mr. pelavigne pointed out that Palmar is asking various 
Agents who testify how Goplon was carrying, her bag ,at the time she 
was under surveillance and arrested. Apparently he is- trying to 
create some discrepancies in the Agents 1 stories as to whether she 
was carrying it under her arm or over her- shoulder. 

Palmer asked Agent McCarthy if :he knew Coplon was to meet 
Gubitchev. McCarthy replied "no." Palmer then inquired "YJho told 
you to follow her?" McCarthy stated Mr,. Granville (Supervisor in 
the New York Office). Palmer next asked, 'Wasn’t the person who 
complained of the action of Coplon on which the investigation 
was based jealous of her because of a higher efficiency rating 
received in the office?'" McCarthy replied that he did not know. 

At this point court recessed for a brief time. 

Mr .Deiaigne stated that from reports. Palmer is being 
obnoxious in that he repeats questions and goes at. great length 
to get in questions which have been objected to and sustained. 

In other instances following the sustaining of an objection by 
Government counsel. Palmer comes back in a. loud voice and tries 
to "bowl over" the ruling .of the court. He is unusually repetitious 
in his questioning. 

Mr. Delavigne was requested' to keep the Bureau informed 
of additional developments. 
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At 2:50 P.M. today the secretary of Mr. Whearty in the 
Department called and inquired if the Bureau had a copy of the 
complaint filed against Coplon in New York at the time of her 
arrest. The files are being checked to determine whether they 
do contain such a copy. It is noted that the New York Office 
at 3:50 A.H. on March 5, 1949* the .day Coplon was taken into 
custody, sent a teletype to the Bureau setting forth the proposed 
complaint as drawn against Gubitchev and Coplon. 



On discussing this matter with Mr. Ladd, he advised that 
although it is not known definitely whether the files contain a 
copy of this complaint the Bureau is aware of the substance of the 
proposed complaint to be filed against Coplon and Gubitchev. Mr. 
Ladd instructed that Mr. Y/hearty's secretary be advised that we do 
not have a copy of such a complaint and in the event the files do 
not contain a copy, that the New York Office be requested to forward 
one to the Bureau immediately. 

In accordance with this instruction I called ASAC Belmont 
of the New York Office at 3 :1 5 P.M. and requested that the New 
York Office forward to the Bureau immediately a copy of this 
complaint. 


Mr. Belmont stated that he had just received a telephone 
call from Mr. Donegan informing that he, Donegan, had received a 
call from Mr. Tfhearty's secretary in Washington asking that he 
check this complaint in the Commissioner's Office, particularly 
to determine whether there were any notations on the back of it. 

Mr. Donegan asked Mr. Belmont if he knew what they were talking 
about. Mr. Belmont told him, of course, that he did not. Mr. 
Belmont said that in checking the records of the NY Office it was 
detexmined that there was a copy of the complaint in the NY file 
but that it was charged out to SA Robert Granville. 

I have discussed this with Mr. Granville and he has a copy 
of the complaint in his possession. Arrangements are being made to 
have photostatic copies made for the Bureau's files. 
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For your information SA T. Scott Uiller of the New York 
Office stopped by the office during the noon recess and furnished 
the following "fill-in 1 * on vhat occurred at this trial this 
morning. 

Mr. Miller stated that Palmer, Coplon*s attorney, spent 
a great deal of time in asking Miller' about Coplon*s purse. At 
Palmer ‘s insistence and with the approval of the Judge, all of the 
remaining personal articles that were in Coplon's purse except the 
money and the documents were turned over to Palmer, who had these 
identified and introduced than into evidence.

The court convened at 10:20 A.M. and Palmer, the attornej 
for Coplon, complained indirectly about the lack of adequate time to 
prepare his case. Not too much was made of this idsue and it- was 
passed over. Palmer then placed SA Granville of the New York Office 
on the stand and attempted to attack him because he was not paraded 
in the courtroom with other agents yesterday afternoon during the 
selection of the jury. Palmer then went/into a series of questions 
regarding the surveillance and the actual arrest, his point being, 
an attempt to attack the legality of Coplon's arrest. He asked, 
for example, how many radio cars were on the surveillance, did 
Granville see anything passed, to whom was Coplon' s purse turned over? 

Palmer next went into the length of Coplon's stay in the New’ York 
Office,^ bringing out the fact that she was stripped' and searched 
thoroughly. He inquired whether she was advised of her -right to 
counsel. He brought in the time of the arrival of Mr. Y/hearty in 
the New York Office. At this point, Mr. Delavigne stated, Mr. 

TJhearty jumped to his feet and, according to the Agent reporting^him, Delavigne, 
went into' a narrative of what occurred. It vras the Agent's reaction 
that Yihearty "made a mess of himself" and only subsided as a result 
of the persistent tugging on his shoulder 5 by Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General Kelley. During his talk Yfaearty stated very 
definitely that Coplon had been advised' of her light to counsel.

At 4:30 P.M. Mr. Ray ^hearty dropped in and stated that 
Palmer, attorney for Goplon, had made a motion today to quash the 
indictment on the grounds that the majority of the persons listed 
on the Grand Jury Panel were Government employees. He also made 
another motion of similar character based oh the statement that the 
petit jury panel was of the same character. Both motions were over- 
ruled by the court and the selection of the jury was begun. The 
Government offered to release all Government employees on the petit 
jury panel prior to any of them being selected but Palmer would not 
agree to it. This placed Palmer in a rather unusual position in that 
he now has to use his peremptory challenge to get any otfear Government 
employee off the jury. He has attempted to use that claim as a grounds 
to dismiss them for cause without success.* 

Mr. ^hearty stated that Palmer is talking too much and is 
prejudicing his defense. Mr. YJhearty stated that it was believed 
.that the completion of the selection of -the jury would occur during 
the morning and the trial would proceed thereafter.

At 11:50 A.M. Ethel Moriarity of the Bureau 1 s Records 
Section advised that -while reading the>Y/ashingtoh Post" this 
morning she noticed that Mr. Garth wfBeaver was being consider; 
for jury duty in the trial of Judith 'Coplon. She said that “* 
until November, 1948, she had lived in .the 4800 block of Albermarle 
Street, N. Y/., and on several occasions during the fall .of .1948 had , 
met Beaver while waiting for a bus. He indicated to her that he had 
read considerably on the subject of Russia, and on two occasions he 
had expressed his sympathy with .some of the. doctrines of the Soviet 
Union specifically speaking favorably as to their medical system and 
their educational’ system.. -Miss Moriarity stated that once or twice 
during their conversations he had spoken of the Loyalty Program showing 
an interest which she considered quite extraordinary, although he had 
informed her that he was employed in the Navy Department. She stated 
that, of course, she made no comment concerning the Loyalty Program 
and thereafter made it a definite point to avoid any contact with 
him whatsoever. Although. Miss Moriarity was unable to recall any 
additional; specific statement by Beayer which would- iridicate his 
sympathy with the Soviet Union, his criticism- of the Loyalty Program 
or of the .Government of the United States, she said that she had 
definitely gained the impression, that he was pro-Soviet.- 

Miss Moriarity indicated -from her limited- contact with Beaver 
she had gained- the impression that he was married, owned his own home 
and took considerable interest in his home and neighborhood. 

The April 26, 1949, issue of the "Washington Post" contained 
an article on the Coplon trial in which it is reported that Defense 
Attorney Palmer had questioned individuals in the Jury Panel Box as 
to whether they had read about the Coplon case. -According" to the 
article: "Garth L. Beaver, 44-year-old Government worker^ who lives at 
4841 Albermarle St. NY/., said he had read about it but had an open 
mind as to Miss Coplon* s guilt or irurpcence.

phases of the case should questions be brought up by the Department attorneys. 

Mr. WHearty and Mr. Kelly plan to consult with Mr. Fletcher and Mr. 
Lamphere on the morning of April 23, 19U9, in Washington, D. G. The Department 
attorneys wish to discuss, among other things, the replies that agents are to 
make to questions concerning the use of technical surveillances, should such 
questions be directed to the agents.

In connection with the opening statement made "by Archibald- 
Palmer, the defense attorney for Judith Coploh at the trial yesterday, 
he stated that; Coplon met Gubitchev on Christmas Day or around Christmas 
in. Pt. Tryon Park and- gave him a necktie for a Christmas present-. 



Information available from I I reflects that on December 20, 

1948, Mrs. Gubitchev told Dr. Robert Soble that she had received a telegram 
from the hospital and that her husband had already undergone the operation. 

Dr. Robert Soble said he already know this. The remainder of the conversation 
-dealt with the seriousness of the results of the operation and about what diet 
Gubitchev should have. It appeared from information available through this 
source that possibly Gubitchev 1 s doctor was Dr. Lawrence Loewinthaw, 114 East 
78th Street , Rex/ York City. Dr. Robert Soble, of course, is the brother of 
Jack Soble, a subject in the Mocase. Prom the above., it would appear that 
Gubitchev underwent an operation on December 20, 1948, and was probably in a 
fairly serious condition. It would appear doubtful that he would have been 
able to meet Judith Coplon on Christmas Day. 

When Gubitchev v/as arrested on March 4, 1949, his diary contained the 
name of Robert Soble, Circle Medical Group, 41 West 72nd Street, New York. 

In addition he had in his possession one hospital service identification card 
.from the Associated Hospital Service of Hew York City. He, also had an 
identification card in his name from the Health Insurance Plan of Greater 
Hew York. 

RECOMKBHDAT IOH 

It is recommended that you telephonically furnish the above information 
to Mr. Belmont, ASAC at the Hew York Office, and request him to check with the 
Associate„d_H ospital Service of Hew Yor k and if necessary through Dr. Lawrence 
■^oewinffiaw ahd dther sources in an effort to determine the hospital in which 
Gubitchev underwent the operation and the length of time that he was confined 
to this hospital. Depending upon the reliability of Dr. Loewinthaw as determined 
by the Hew York Office consideration should be given to interviewing him.

ReNYtel, I*/X2 /1*9 to Bureau and Washington Field# In connection with the 
referenced teletype concerning ELIZABETH' DIJOUR, an employee of the Office 
of War Information, certain investigation was conducted by this office and the 
results thereof are as follows; 

Immigration and Naturalization Service: 

The records of the Immigration and Naturalization Service contain an 
Alien Registration file number 7-579911* concerning DIJOUR. In this file there 
is an application for Immigration visa (quota) dated October 21, I9U0 at 
Lyon, France* In this application DIJOUR said she had resided at Paris*, France 
for five years prior to coming to Lyon, France, Clermont, France and Ferrand. 

She stated she resided in the latter three towns during June^to October, I9I1O* 

In this application she stated her mother was MARIA ASHKENAgD-DIJOUR of 21*22 
University Avenue, Bronx, New York* She listed her father as' EMMANUEL DIJOUR 
deceased 1917# An uncle LEON POLAK, 76 Rue Spontini, Paris was also listed. 

This application indicated she departed from the Port of Lisbon, 

Portugal oh the Steamship CARVALHO ARAUJO* Birth, police and medical certificates 
were attached to this application and it appears therefrom that she entered 
France as a child in 1911*. She also possessed French passport $3221 issued 
August 7, 1936, and which was good until June 21, 19lpL*. DIJOUR* s address on 
this application was 3 Rue Stella, Lyon, France* On an Alien Registration 
form dated' October 21, 19l|l, DIJOUR listed her citizenship as French by 
naturalization since 1932 j date of arrival in the United States for the first 
time as 1930 for an 18 months visit as a student. She indicated her then present 
occupation as radio news inb eipreter and her usual occupation as anthropologist** 


The Immigration and Naturalization Service, file indicates she arrived f 
in the United States on January 8, 19ljl at New York, New York on the SS 
CARVALHO ARAUJO and that on September 26, I9I1I, 'she filed a declaration of 
intention, number 502378, in the District Court for the Southern District of 
New York# Photographs of DIJOUR as she appeared in 19l*0, 19ltl, and 191*5, 
are contained in INS file as well as fingerprints# The only handwriting 
specimens available in this file are signatures which she affixed to documents#/ 
MCLClUnn BEHIND FILE 

In an application for re-entxy permit, number 1364603, dated April 13, 
t 1 91*5} DIJOUR indicated her address as 50 East 56th Street, New York, N.Y. for 
one year and seven months at the time of the application. She said her temporary 
taddress abroad would be 8 rue de la Grande Chaumlere, Paris, 16, France* She

listed her nearest relative as an aunt by the name of NADEJIJA^JeWM^ She 
stated the proposed trip was for five months to visit Ehglamj Portugal, 

Spain and France in order to settle financial affairs and estates resulting 
from the death of her mother and grandmother* Also to find out about the 
whereabouts of part of herjdTamily* 

The INS file indicated that DIJOUR, left the United States at Boston, 
Massachusetts, oh July 3, 19h$t aboard the SS Mariposa and there is no 
indication that DIJOUR has re-entered the United States* Further the INS 
file does not contain any declaration of intention on DIJOUR* s part to 
remain outside of the country 4^*e. x cess % of the five months trip which she 
proposed in her application for re-entiy permit* It is possible DIJOUR has 
re-entered the United States and the information is not available in the v "Washington 
INS file* 

However, the employees of the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
have pointed out that usually when an individual, decides to stay in excess of 
a proposed trip and intends to come, back to the United States, they will file 
a declaration of intention to extend their time, or write a letter indicating 
when they expect to return* 

It is also to be noted that on the SS MARIPOSA which left July 3, 

19U5, from Boston, Massachusetts two individuals were listed as departing, 
namely: JACQUES MIGUEL CHASSn^DU^UERNY, AER number 7607,882, and MARY JOAN 
JEW ELL CHAS SIN^U ^fojERNY , AER number 7608532. ~ r 

Information contained in the Civil Service investigation enclosed 
with this letter shows that DIJOUR lived with a Mrs* DU GUERNEY at 2l;7 East 
50th Street* Further that this Mrs. DU GUERNEY is an Englishwoman, married to 
a Frenchman, and it was believed her mother and son also lived at 2^7 East 
50th Street. The file indicated further that Mrs. DU GUERNEY* s mother was 
going back to England because she did not like it here* 

The recordsof INS also revealed a petition of naturalization, 
number 359682, dated May?!, 19il7> for MARIA ' HARDELL of 2 Igh Tiebout Avenue, 
Bronx,New York. In this petition MARIA HARDELL stated she was born at Kiev, 

Russia, September* 20, 1889. She gave as her race Hebrew* She indicated she 
married RAYMONp^HARDELL September 23 192 7 at Berlin, Germany and that HARDELL 
was from Minneapolis, Minnesota, having been born December 26, 1889* MARIA 
HARDELL stated in the petition she had one child, ELIZABETH, born in Russia, 
..residing in France and who was the issue of her first husband EMMANUEL ♦ 
^KSACHA ROWI TCH who divorced her in Moscow, December 3, 1921* (It ’is to be noted 
/ rtKafDIJOUR said in her application for Immigration visa that her father was 
deceased in 1917.) 
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MARIA HARDELL said that she had immigrated to the United States from 
Havre, France, on November '.25, 1938 on the SS Manhattan, An affidavit of 
witness to this petition was$executed by FMNI^LESTINSOHN of 2k Fifth' Avenue, 

New York City and by MARIA'S husband. MARIA HARDELL was described as 5'h" 
tall, weighing 160 lbs., blue eyes, brown-gray hair* She was naturalized on 
January 20, 19hl, number h95832h.

per annum. October- 16, 19l*U, Regional Control Editor, CAF-12 $U600 per annum, 
and in this position was also in charge of the Balkan .Control Unit. She was 
separated on June 30, 19^5, because of reduction in force. She was paid through 
six hours on August 9, 19U5, for annual leave# 

This OBI personnel file does nob contain any handwriting of DIJOUR 
with the exception of her signature on the application form# 

New York Office is requested to conduct investigation to ascertain 
whether or not RAYMOND H^pRDELL, DIJOUR* s stepfather has ever been active 
in the Communist movement* and if not, determine his present whereabouts and 
consider interviewing him for the purpose of ascertaining the present whereabouts 
of DIJOUR and any information he may have concerning her which is pertinent 
to instant matter# 
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HARDELL should be asked for the date of the death of MARIA HARDELL 
as indicated in DIJOUR* s application for re-entry permit where she said her 
trip abroad was partly due to the death of her mother# In this connection 
FANNIE LEWINSOHN who was a witness to MARIA HARDELL* s naturalization petition 
may also be able to furnish information concerning MARIA HARDELL* s death and 
DIJOUR. • \ 

Inasmuch as the extent of the New York investigation concerning

On April 21, 1949, at 3*45 p.ra., >Mr. Raymond P* Whearty and 
Mr. John Kelley of the Department advised Special Agent R. J. Lamphere 
that they had received a telephone call jointly from Mr ; Archiba l d. 

- ^Palmer, the attorney for Judith Coplon, on the previous “evening . Palmer 
indicated he would be ready to go to trial on the morning of April, 25, 
1949. ' • ' 

Palmer granted certain material from the Government: - 

1. He desired a list of the Grand Jurors who indicted - - ; 

Coplon in Washington. D. C. Included on this list J 
he wanted the employment of each Juror. Mr. John 
Kelley stated he believed after receiving this list 
Palmer vrf.ll argue to the Court in accord v/ith the 
dissent by Judge Edgerton in the Court of Appeals 

in the Gerhart .'EiaLer case that Jurors who are Govern- 
ment employees should not be allowed to sit in cases 
of this kind. Mr. Kelley believes that this argument 
will be more for the purpose of building the record 
than anything else. 

2. Mr. Palmer wanted the list of subversive organizations 
cited by the Attorney General.' This will be given to 
him. Mr. Kelley believes that Palmer will attempt to. 
argue that the write-ups try Coplon on these recommending 
their inclusion on the list would show that she is not 

a Communist. Mr. Whearty gave to Special Agent Lamphere 
a list of organizations which Coplon had worked on. One 
copy of this list is attached. Hr. Whearty noted in 
furnishing this list that it was being given to the Bureau 
on an unofficial basis, inasmuch as it reflects inter- 
departmental action. 

3* Palmer also desired information from Mr. Kelley as to the 
procedure to be followed in Washington. D. C. in objecting 
to the use of Government exhibits. Mr. Kelley informed 
him that if he meant a motion to quash he should bear in 
mind the necessity for making such an objection from the 
standpoint of timeliness. Mr. Kelley thinks that some 
argument will be made* by Palmer as to the illegality of 
the Government's seizure of the documents found in Coplon *s 
possession.

PROSECUTIVE ACTION TO DATE

It will be recalled that April 1, 1949 was the original trial 
djjte sot in connection with the instant matter. On that date AROPTFATD 
*rAT/< 5 Rj representing COPLON, and GURITCBEV, who was not represented by 
counsel, appeared before Judge SIMON H. RIFKIND, Southern District of 
New York. At that time Judge RIFKIND set Auril 14, 1949, as an information 
hearing date at which time he wished to be advised of the status of 
the case against COPLON in Washington, D.C. 

On April 14, 1949, the case was adjourned ur,til May 2, 1949* 


LABORATORY EXAMINATION 

By report dated March 23, 1949, the FBI Laboratory advised that 
the handwriting which COPLON had written when ordering breakfast on the 
morning of March 5, 1949, was not of sufficient quantity for comparison 
with unknown specimens to determine if the latter were actually written by 
COPLON. 


The FBI Laboratory advised by report dated March 31, 1949 that 
specimens of JUDITH COPLON'S known writing submitted by the Washington Field 
Office by letter dated March 30, 1949 were sufficient to identify the hand- 
written note in COPLON'S purse on March 4, 1949 as being in COPLON'S hand- 
writing. 


The specimens submitted by the Washington Field Office referred to 
above were obtained from COPLON'S passoort application dated May 5, 1948, 
a letter dated March 26, 1949 addressed to the FBI, Washington, D.C. and 
signed by JUDITH COPLON, two pages of ruled paper containing pencil writing 
on both sides which lists ( certain items of furniture, a one page hand-^written 
letter in ink addressed to the Fairmac Corporation in rtashington, D.C. and 
signed by JUDITH COPLON being dated March 26, 1949, and a postal card addressed 
in ink to the Manager of Jefferson Hall, Washington, D.C. which was dated 
March 15, 1949 and signed by JUDITH COPLON.' 

By letter dated March 24, 1949, the Washington Field Office submitted 
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to the FBI Laboratory, two carbon copies of a two page typewritten ’’data 
slip", the carbon copy of which is identified as I tea No. 30 in the Net/ York 
report of March 8, 19k?* The ^laboratory concluded that the two subnitted 
specimens were made simultaneously with the carbon copy found in COPLOiJ'S 
possession on March k, 19k9 and are direct carbon copies of the typewritten 
original "data slip" which was obtained from the Department of Justice and 
subnitted by the Washington Field Office on March 9, 19k9. 

By letter, dated March 29# 19k9# the Bureau advised of the results of 
the cryptanalysis examination of the material found in COPLON'S possession on 
March k, 19k9 upon her arrest. 

With reference to the entries in COPLON’S diary, the Cryptanalysis 
Section made the following comments: 

The entry for January lk reads: "UP item too selective - 

misleading." This perhaps refers to a United Press news item 
with which the subject did not agree. The other entries for 
January lk are: "N.Y.C." "Olives (black)." These two entries 
probably refer to the New York trip C0PL0N made on that date 
to meet GUBITCHEV. "N.Y.C." obviously represents New York' 

City and "Olives (black)" might have been entered as mnemonic 
device or memory tool of the meeting in the Ttalian restaurant 
where the subjects proceeded on January lk, 19k9. The entries 
for January 16 and July 26 consist of the nptations: "H. S. 
birthday" which probably refers to HAROIJ^SHAHRO. The entry 
for January 2k. appears to refer to "JOhW WALKER” Black Label 
Whiskey. The entry for February 18, "Get two tickets for 
show" may have been intended as a memory tool covering the 
‘ New York meeting of COPLON and GUBITCHEV which took place on 
that date. On the other hand, this could have been a legitimate 
entry for purchasing tickets. The entry for February 2k, 
"Announcement No. 157 (unassembled)" probably refers to Civil 
Service examination. The numbers on a page marked "Earnings and 
Withholding tax" appeared to bo serial numbers of United States 
Savings Bonds.

The Laboratory concluded that the handwriting and handprinting 
which appeared on these six applications for War Savings Bonds was 
not identical with the' known handwriting and handprinting Specimens 
of JUDITH COPLON.

Club that she would bo staying in, Paris with a friend, one BEATPICE^AIJDY 
(undoubtedly refers to BEATRICEf^JJDS) , an employee of the Arnericdn Embassy 
in Paris. n 



Blue Cars made' arrangements for COPLON to take a no tor coach .tour 
from Paris to Southern France; Florence, Italy; and Switzerland, leaving 
Paris on June 8, 191*8 and extending over a two week period.

The cost of a European tour was 321*6. 60, However, COPLON vra s later 
given, a refund of 351*. 00 making the total cost 3192.60. The file 'indicated 
that COPLON picked up her ticket at Blue Cars in New York on May 22, 191*8. 

On April 23, 191*8, the District of Columbia Motor Club made a $100.00 payment 
with their check to Blue Cars as a deposit. 


HOWARD LYNCH, Reservation Supervisor, TWA, advised Agent MURPHY 
that CCPLON left New York on Flight 972 TWA on May 27, 191*8. The reservation 
was made for her by herself in Washington and paid by her there. No return 
booking could, be located for her on TWA . 


By letter dated April 1*, 1 91*9, the Albany Field Office advised that 
SAMUEL COPLON opened a business account in January, 1906 at the National 
Commercial Bank- and Trust Company, .Albany, Now York, In September of 191*0, 
this account was transferred to a partnership account of SAMUEL M^tfoPLON and 
son. The son's name was listed as BERTRAM' O^OPLON. The bank bad the 
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business address listed as 1133 Broadway, New York City and the hone address 
as 178 Ocean Avenue, Brooklyn, New York. The last activity of this account 
was in April, 19h9. 

The bank has had no business relations with the subject. 

-It was indicated that in the event the records of this bark are needed 
in court, a subpoena should be directed to LESTER Vf. HERZOG, Jr., cashier at 
above bank. 

In the I larch 29, 19U9 issue of the "New York Post and Hone News,” 
there appears an article by J'ARY HARRINGTON, which set out an exclusive inter- 
view by HARRINGTON with COPLON concerning the charges against her. Inasmuch 
as this article contains statements by COPLON relative to the case, it is 
felt that the entire article should be set out verbatim.

"JUDITH COPLON TELLS HER SIDS OF STORY by MAR^j&RINGTON" 

"JUDITH COPLON, petite spy suspect, admitted to this newspaper today 
that she took secret documents from her office in the Justice Dept. 

"‘But I never gave them to anyone else, nor ever intended to, ' the 
27-year-old Barnard graduate said in an exclusive interview, first since her 
arrest last Ear. U. The FBI picked her up then as she kept a rendezvous on 
Third Av. with Russian Engineer- VALENTIN A jfcuBITCHEV, UN cnploye_, allegedly 
to give him the 'documents. “ 

”»I avas preparing a book,, a case history of a government girl, and I 
took the documents, just as HOPKINS and ICKES and countless officials have — 
for my own use,* Hiss COPLON said. ’They were not important documents, nor 
could they have hurt anyone . * 

"The trim and attractive Miss COPLON, barely five feet tall, appeared 
tired and very nervous during two meetings with this reporter; one last 
Saturday, when she was persuaded tc speak for the record, and again today 
after she had asked for more time ’to think things over.’ 

"Her big brown eyes were circled, her thin hands never still. She 
said that she had not cried since her arrest, that she wished she could. She 
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"smiled and even laughecl at the •ridiculous’ charges and said her nain worry 
is her father, S/JIUEIJkJOPLON, of 12? Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn, who is 
critically ill. 

"Since her release in $20,000 bail here on conspiracy charges and 
in $10,000 bail on charges brought in Washington concerning theft of Govern- 
ment papers, she said she has had little tine to think or sleep. 

"’It's a nightmare, 1 she said. She leaned forward in her chair, 
her .face intense. ’Listen, if I tvero taking papers for bad reasons, I would 
hardly walk around with then in ny pocketbook. X would have given then to 
someone very fast, in Washington. I certainly wouldn’t have gone all the way 
to New York with then. 

"’There nust be plenty of foreign agents in Washington to. give 
documents to— if I were a lady spy,’ she said. ’After all, I’n not a com- 
pletely stupid girl.’ (She was a Barnard honor student in the class of ’A3, 
was managing editor of the Barnard Bulletin.) 

"Neither she nor her attorney, ARCHIBALD -PAUIER, 320 Broadway, 
would dicuss GUBITCHEV or the conspiracy charge, but Hiss COPLON talked quite 
freely on the other charge. 

"’The law convicts those who TJILFULLY take documents,’ she said, 

’My lawyer has showed me BOUVIER'S law dictionary, defining "wilfully" as with 
evil intent or legal malice, without a justifiable excuse.’ 

U, X had no evil intent, nor malice,’ she said. ’X did something 
that has been done hundreds of times before. But now, all of a sudden, I am 
piloxled. I don’t know why I should be the one. I’m an unimportant nobody.' 

"She said that wherever she goes people stare at her now, or turn 
their backs. 

"’I ’n innocent, ’ she said. 'Certainly, if I committed any kind of 
crime, a burglary or even a murder, I’d be considered innocent until I was 
•tried.. TJhy do people just assume I’m guilty? I AM NOT. Nhy, do you know 
that we couldn’t even get my bond raised through the regular bondsmen. They 
wouldn’t touch me,' 
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"She said that the night of her arrest, 'it was as though suddenly 
ny 'whole life was torn into shreds. It was a horrendous thing.' 

"'It seemed as though a hundred nen suddenly seamed fron under the 
pavement,' she said. 'They grabbed me, end sombody said: "FBI." I guess 
they showed me identification. I spent the ni^it in a cell with shoplifters 
and prostitutes. It's a weird tangled thing.' 

"The Justice Department charges GUBITCHEV and Miss COPLON first 
cot uptown, pretended not to see each other, then pursued devious routes 
downtown for core than one hour in on attenpt to escape detection or pursuit. 

"During her first interview with the Post Hoco News, Miss COPLON 
wore the same black sweat er and heather-plaid skirt she wore at her Washington 
arraignment . But last Sunday the Justice Dept, released to her brother, 
BERTRAM, the clothes fron her Washington rooa.' All her clothing had- been 
checked for concealed objects. 

"Hiss COPLON said she had intended to write a book 'which would bo 
a case history of a government girl holding a professional job in Washington. 1 

"'I got there in 19h $, 1 she said, 'after working since 1 9h3 for the 
economic warfare section of tho Justice Dept, in New York. I saw the wartime 
people leave, and the dull, deadening routine set in,* 

"'It's all sterile, vacant, vapid. It's a hard life for girls.' 

"’If you think you'll find a husband in Washington, you're crazy. 
There is no decent, healthy social life for the young people. I wanted to 
write something to show that there should be.' 

"She added that things have gone fron bad to worse in the nation's 

capital. 


"'Now, with the loyalty check on, the town is frittered to boot. , 
It's a frustrating life for any sensitive person.' 

"The Justice Dept, said it was during a routine loyalty check that 
Miss COPLON was discovered to have associated with 'subversive persons.' 
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"In her Justice Dept, job Hiss COPLON was a political analyst, 
researching on the foreign agents' registration act, ’in connection with 
various organizations and individuals who cane within the act and were 
delinquent or had not .registered. 1 

"’Last summer I took a two months ' leave, to get away, and went 
to France and Italy,’ she said. ’I was planning to give up ny work and go 
back to journalism school, perhaps at Columbia. I had tried to get other 
jobs, but a government worker seems to be wanted only as such. 

’"Now look what’s happened. RAYMOND NKEARTY (special assistant to 
the Attorney General) will be prosecuting ne in Washington. Ke was ny chief 
and we were friendly. It’s going to be a funny trial, because we all know 
each other so well,'

"The New York conspiracy charge cited three overt acts allegedly 
committee by Miss COPLON and GUBITCH3V as they ’unlawfully, wilfully and 
knowingly, did combine, conspire, confederate and agree together... to 
defraud the U. S. by impairing, impending, obstructing and hindering the 
lawful functions of the Dept, of Justice and the FBI, and (did defraud the 
Justice Dept.) of its right to the honest, conscientious and faithful 
services of the defendant, JUDITH COPLON.’ 

”ihe Washington indictment said Miss COPLON, .from about December 10, 
19U8 until March It, 1 9h9, ’did -wilfully and unlawfully conceal and remove 
certain of such records, documents and papers. . .certain extracts of reports 
of the FBI... containing intelligence reports relating to espionage and 
counter-espionage activities in the U. S. '

"Miss COPLON — if convicted — faces 010,000 fines and five-year 
prison sentences on both charges. 

"’No, I am not losing sleep over this,' Miss COPLON said, ’’/hat 
can you do? It’s not being brove. It’s there. Tears won’t help. My friends 
are afraid to call me, or see me, or even write, and ny family had to have- 
the phone number changed, because of cranks,' 

I know that In the years ahead, when all this is over, people 
will still turn their backs sometimes, and there will be jobs I can’t get. 

But that can I do? Time will end it. ' 
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’’Kiss CCPLON made. no statement about loyalty to her country. She- said 
she was sure she had sighed sene kind* of .loyalty pledge in her Washington 
work.

By teletype dated March 30, 19ii9, the Bureau advised that it had 
ascertained that ZQRA was employed by the Office of War Information, pre- 
sumably in New York City, in September, 19hh. 

On the basis of this new information, immediate arrangements were 
made to ascertain the identity of all female employees of Of/ 1 in New York' City 
during 19Ui. 

The writer ascertained that there were approximately 3,000 employees 
at the New York Office of CTO during September, 19UU, 1,600 of them being 
women. Due to the importance of the identification of 20RA, it is deemed 
advisable to* make an examination of all of the personnel files of the women 
in an attempt to develop suspects within that group T The project has not 
been completed as of the writing of this report and, therefore, all of the 
details concerning the mechanics of the project will not be set out in 
this report.

The records of the CTO, New York City, reflect that ELIZABETH DIJOUR 
was originally employed by CTO on January it, 19lt3 as a script writer. On 
June 11, 19U3, she was promoted to associate script writer; on October 1, 

19U3, she was promoted to control editor, and on October 16, 19lih, she was 
promoted to regional control editor (CAP 12). DIJOUR left CTO on June 33 , 
19U5, the reason given on the card being ’’completion of assignment” which is 
involuntary separation. 


Continuing, CTO records show that when originally employed by CTO, 
DIJOUR resided at 257 East 50th Street, New York City, telephone: RI 8-0752. 
She subsequently moved to .50 East 56th Street, telephone: Plaza 8-07 (possibly 
2) 52. 


DIJOUR was born January 7, 1910 at Kiev Russia, She was single, 
five feet two inches tall, one twenty- five pounds. She was not a citizen 
of the United States but had filed her first papers.

ELIZABETH DIJOUR was investigated by the Bureau in December, 19itl 
inasmuch as information had been received that she was allegedly an agent of 
GASTQNup^CERY, French Ambassador to the Soviet Union who was .recalled to 
France in .June, 19hl. During the investigation, 'DIJOUR was employed in the . 
Listening Post of the Columbia Broadcasting System in New York. 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service records reflected that 
ELIZABETH DIJOUR arrived on the SS ’’Carvalho Aran jo" which arrived at New 
York City on December 27, 19h0 having sailed from Lisbon, Portugal. The 
manifest listed .DIJOUR ’S nationality as French, race - Hebrew, and place 
of birth as Kiev, Russia. Her last permanent address was given as Paris, 
France and her occupation as anthopologist. The manifest revealed that 
DIJOUR was in possession of a non-preferential quota visa for permanent 
residence, No. QV d79, issued' at Lyon, France, October 21, 19ii0. 

DIJOUR listed LEO]$£oLAK, 77 Rue Spontine, Paris, Franco, an uncle 
of DIJOUR, os a relative residing in the country from which she .cane, 

DIJOUR had been In the United States before from August, 1930; until 
October, 1931 when she returned to France. 

DIJOUR stated 1 that, her purpose for cooing to the’ United. States was 
to visit her mother, lJAR^p.RDB!L, 2h22 University Avenue, .Bronx, Not York, 
and that she did not intena to return to France, but intended to become a 
permanent resident of ‘the United States.. 

EDNARD KLAUBER, 'Vice President, Columbia Broadcasting System, 

A85 Madison Avenue, New York City, advised in December, 19hl that DIJOUR 
began employment with CBS on July 19, 19hl as a news reporter at $25.00 
per week. On September 8, 19hl, she liras promoted to the status of trans- 
lator at $40,00- a week. She worked in the Program Department, Division of . 
Public Affairs. Her duties consisted of listening to foreign broadcasts and 
translating them and transposing then on paper. These ’were forwarded to the 
news department and press division of Colonel DONOVAN’S Department and -also 
to Army and Navy officials. ■ " 
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J. Hi BURGES, Personnel Manager, CBS, made available DI JOUR’S 
application for employment dated July 17, 19lil. She stated that she re- 
sided at 2h22 Un5versity Avenue# Bronx, New .York with her mother, Mrs. 
ft, hA^ARBBTJL . . DOT JOUR indicated , that she spoke French,; Russian; German, 
and Spanish (and presumably English) . She stated that she had published 
articles in ’LaFleche," Paris which consisted of papers on anthropology in the 
annals of the University of Tucunan and also articles 'of the sane nature in 
the "Journal des Anericanistes Paris." 

DIJOUR was enployed from May, 1921 to. August, 1930 as Assistant 
Curator in the Muses’ de H Homme, Paris. She left there to cone to the United 
States. Fron November, 1933 to January, 193 h, she was enployed as Assistant 
Curator in the Musee des Colonies located at* Porte Dor ee, Paris, France, 

From February, 193k to March, 1937, she was employed at the newspaper, 
"LaFleche," 7 Rue de la Rochodiere as a reporter and foreign policy 
commentator. Her immediate employer was GASTON BERGERY*. She stated ,she .left 
this newspaper because of a political disagreement, Fron March, 1937 to 
September# 1939, she was enployed at the Centrie d*Econte, 123 Rue de 
Crenelle, Paris, which consisted of monitoring and being in charge of the 
organization of programs. She stated that civilian personnel had been dis- 
missed and that was the reason she left this employment. From October, 1939 
to December, 19kO, she was enployed -by the Agence Fournier, 1 Rue de la 
Bourse, Paris,, and 3 Rue Stella, f Lyon, France. Her duties there consisted 
of being head of the foreign news service for this agency. She left there 
because* of her coning to the United States. 1 

Relative to her education, DIJOUR said that fron 192li to 1926, she 
attended Caroline V. Humboldt Schule, Berlin, ’■ Germany. Fron 1926 to 
1931,. she attended Paris and Columbia Universities where she studied 
anthropology and political science, receiving, a 'master* s degree .fron the. 
latter university. Fron 1926 to 1928, she attended Ecole de Louvre, Paris, , 
France. 

In DIJOUR *S application, she stated, "have done field work in 
anthropology in British Columbia, Canada, and Argentina. Have covered strikes 
in France and the Civil T/ar in Spain , as reporter for ‘La Fleche, 1 Here on 
immigration visa and have applied for my first papers."

BERGERY owned a newspaper In Paris by the name of "La Fleche" In which 
paper BERGERY expressed his own views . T-2 advised that the paper was also 

an organ of the political Socialist Party with which BERGERY was affiliated. 

, T-2- said that BERGERY held a position in the Vichy Government and 
had turned Fascistic in his policies previously in 1236. 

Continuing, T-2- said that DI JOUR'S connection with BERGERY was 
that of private secretary until about seven years ago (as of 19lxl) and that 
she was then taken on by BERGERY as managing editor of his newspaper. He 
said that DIJOUR was the first to leave the newspaper when BERGERY started to 
publish openly his political views. T-2 said that DIJOUR’S refusal to have 
anything to do with BERGERY was well known in newspaper circles in Paris. 

T-2 said that DIJOUR was an intelligent and very remarkable young lady who 
was "a thousand percent democratic in her political views.” He'said that 
she had a remarkable career for a young lady and that he considered her 
character as being very loyal to democratic ideas# 

Continuing, the informant said that DIJOUR was never attached to 
the CoE-nunist Party of France other than the .fact that she mingled with 
newspaper men of the Communist papers, but merely in a professional way. 

The following is a description of DIJOUR taken from the records of 
Ellis Island and from remarks of persons interviewed during the Investigation

On January 29, 19h2, Mrs. ALICE ROBINSON, Editor of "Mademoiselle" 
magazine, telephonically advised the New York Office that she was just put- 
ting out the February issue of the magazine which contained an article by 
ELIZABETH DIJOUR concerning short-wave broadcasting. Mrs. ROBINSON stated 
that she had since received a dossier on Miss El JOUR' and learned that Ed JOUR 
had been a cadet in the Soviet Navy and had otherwise associated with the 
Soviet Union. 


Subsequent investigation reflected that the so-called dossier 
was merely a personnel -file containing the history of DIJOUR. It contained 
the following information on El JOUR: 






"(Miss DIJOUR)... has been a woman cadet in the Russian Navy, 
anthropologist among the South ..umerican Indians of the Argentine, a journalist 
in the Spanish Civil War, and a .radio commentator in Paris and New York." 

In February, 19lj2, TOLEANA TOED, Assistant Editor of "Mademoiselle", 
advised that the original source of the information concerning El JOUR’S being 
;in the Russian navy had come -from one GEORGR^ATIS, -an employee of 
"Mademoiselle." Miss TODD said 'that Mr. DAVIS was known to have been friendly 
with DIJOUR and apparently knew her whon they both resided In Paris, France. 
DAVIS represented the magazine at that tine and lived in the "Bohemian" 
quarter of Paris, lass TODD said that D..VIS was very eccentric and was known 
to have extremely liberal views. 


Miss TODD ascertained from DJ/IS, using a suitable pretext, that he 
had' submitted the dossier on "DIJOUR to Mrs. "ROBINSON and that he had used 
Information which had ccme to him verbally by DIJOUR in conversations with 
her over a period of time. ,D^VIS added that DIJOUR was a journalist during 
the Spanish Civil War and her sympathies were known to have been iriLth the 
Loyalist Cause. 


In January, 19hh, Confidential Informant T-3 advised this office that 
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/.LKX/iNI>E^^EHT2, head of the Polish Desk in the OWI, was extremely pro-Russian 
in his attitude. Informant added that the OUT Polish' censor was a Miss 
ELIZABETH DIJOUR, of French nationality, who spoke Russian fluently. Informant 
said that Miss HU J OUR was also very pro-Russian. The infonaant mentioned as 
evidence of this that certain scripts for forthcoming broadcasts had been 
changed. She informant gave as an example that a script had been turned in 
which Indicated that the Polish Government in exile in London would be cooper- 
ative -with Russia. This had been deleted and it was the informants opinion 
that it was so deleted inasmuch as Russia was desirous of having people in 
occupied Poland feel that their Government in exile was not doing a good 
job for them in cooperating with Russia and the United Nations. 

The informant gave other examples of scripts being changed so as to 
conform to pro-Russian views.

The meeting on January 2h*/l 9h$ was hold at DI JOUR'S home, also present at 
.tj>is meeting were /JDOLl^mOFHlEISTER, of the Czech Desk of CMC, and MIRA 
WL OTOWSX^, who was formerly employed by ONI on the Polish Desk. 
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Confidential Infomant T-U advised that when JCfh'tNtlESf^lEEL returned 
from Europe on Hay 23, 19lt7, he had a number of names and addresses in his 
brief case, among those was ELIZ^EIH DIJOUR, h3 Rue 'Rappet, XVI, Paris.

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GENERAL ACTIVITIES OF JUDY COPLON 


During the period of this report Confidential Informant T-'l has 
suppliod this office with information concerning part of the activities of 
JUDITH COPLON and members of her family at 178 Ocean Parkway, Brooklyn, New 
York. It should be pointed out that not all the information supplied by 
this .informant is boing reported, but only that which is felt will be helpful 
in 'the investigation of this case.

I. PROSECUTIVE ACTION TO DATE 

Indictment 

The facts') concerning the JUDITH COPLON and VALENTINE A. . 

GUBITCHEV case were presented to the .Grand Jury sitting in the Southern 
District of .New York, on March 9, 1949* An indictment was returned on Mar ch 
10, 1949, consisting of four counts. The first and third counts of the 
indictment pertaining to VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV and the first, second and 
fourth counts pertaining to JUDITH COPLON, the counts being for violation of 
‘ Sections 371, 793, 794, and 2071, Title 18 U.S.C. 

The Grand Jury charged in their first count that JUDITH COPLON 
and VALENTINE GUBITCHEV had conspired to violate the Espionage Statute (Section 
371, Title 18, U. S. Code) and in the third count, which pertained to VALENTINE 
/A. GUBITCHEV, they charged him with violating Section 793, Title 18, U., S. 

Code in attempting espionage*. The above ‘information was furnished telephonically 
to the -Bureau by ASAC A* H * BELMONT on March 10, 1949* A copy of the indictment 
was also mailed to the Bureau on that .date* 

Arraignment -■ . 

On March 11,. 1949, JUDITH -COPLON and VALENTINE A. GUBITCHEV were 
arraigned before Judge. SIMON H. RIFKIND, Southern District of New York, the 
arraignment starting at about 10:50 A* M* 

JUDITH COPLON pleaded not 'guilty to the three counts in the 
indictment effecting her and the trial date was set for April 1, 1949, after 
COPLON* s defense. attorney had asked for an additional -week beyond the time 
of March 25, 1949, which date the Government had requested as a starting 
time for -the trial* 


Mr. YJHEARTY, Special Assistant to the Attorney General, asked for 
(>50,000 bail, however, Judge RIFKIND set JUDITH COPLON* s bail at .$20,000. 

Defendant GUBITCHEV was asked by the court whether he had counsel 
and. he said that he did not and did hot desire counsel. The court advised- 
that the UN,_had indicated an interest in counsel for GUBITCHEV and that 
in regard tp.^his matter. Judge RIFKIND was arranging a conference on the 
afternoon of that date, in his chambers, which should be attended by 
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defendant GUBITCHEV, UN representatives and * the Department of Justice- 
representatives. Defendant GUBITCHEV stated that he was not, interested 
in obtaining an attorney and, therefore, the judge cancelled this 
conference. Throughout this proceeding concerning GUBITCHEV an interpreter- 
v/as used inasmuch as GUBITCHEV would speak only in Russian! , GUBITCHEV 
then made a short statement to the court to the effect that he was illegally 
arrested as he had diplomatic status and that the arrest was a provocation. 

The court advised that in view of the gravity of the charges it 
was a necessity that GUBITCHEV know his rights and *privileg-es, as well as the 
procedure used in courts in the United States, therefore,Jrie should be repres- 
ented by counsel and that, accordingly, the court would appoint an attorney which 
would be designated, later in the day. Judge RIFKIND refused to take a 
pleading from GUBITCHEV in the absence of counsel and set an additional* 

Hearing for pleading by GUBITCHEV on March 14, 1949. On March 14, 1949, 
defendant GUBITCHEV was again brought before Judge SIMON RIFKIND, U. S. 

District Court, Southern District of New York. 

Judge RIFKIND informed defendant GUBITCHEV that he had appointed 
FOWLER HAMILTON (a former Special Assistant" to the United States Attorney 
General, presently with the law firm of CLEARY, GOTTLIEB, FRIENDLY & COX, 

52 Wall Street, New York City) as his (GUBITCHEV* s) attorney. Judge RIFKIND 
advised defendant GUBITCHEV 'that he v/ould be tried and'that, he needed 
counsel to represent him, stating that vdthout counsel, he, GUBITCHEV, 

Y/ould suffer in any Hearing to determine v/hether he actually is subject to 
the laws of the country or whether he has diplomatic immunity. GUBITCHEV 
requested an interpreter and proceeded: to make a couple of speeches to the 
effect that he had been snatched off the street by unidentified persons and 
as of that lime did not know v/hether he was under arrest or not," that foreign 
diplomats in his country were not treated in the manner in which he" v/as 
treated and that the whole affair seemed to be -a comedy resembling the 
Inquisition of the Middle Ages, - The Judge then explained that apparently 
GUBITCHEV did not understand the term arrest becau*se he, GUBITCHEV, had been 
arrested and brought immediately before a Federal Judge at which time his, 
GUBITCHEV* s, rights were explained to him. Judge RIFKIND further stated 
that GUBITCHEV had been given every consideration and t hat ihe proceedings 
had been explained to him step by step and that under no circumstances 
should he regard the proceedings as a comedy. Judge RIFKIND went on to 
state that he wanted GUBITCHEV to understand the seriousness of the situation 
with which he v/a's- faced and to be sure that he handled himself accordingly. 
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Judge RIFKIND then tried to get defendant GUBICHEV-to say 
- whether he would accept HAMILTON as his attorney. He explained that the 
question concerning GUBITCHEV >s diplomatic irimunity v/ould have to be 
presented to the court and that he would need counsel to take care of this 
natter. GUBITCHEV said that the court did not give him diplomatic immunity 
in the first instance and, therefore, the court was not in a position to 
decide on the question of diplomatic immunity, to which Judge RIFKIND said 
that the ‘court' did not initiate many things, 'but it still had jurisdiction 
to decide on questions arising therefrom. GUBITCIIEV finally stated that he 
would like to have a couple of daps to think it over and the Judge gave him 
until 10:30 A. M. , March 15., 1949, to decide whether he would accept 
FOYfLER HAMILTON as his attorney. 

i 

On Marjch 15, 1949, at approximately 10:30 A. M., defendarit 
GUBITCHEV appeared before Judge SIMON RIFKIND, U. S. District Court, Southern 
District, of New York, in accordance with the court' instructions issued on 
March 14, 1949. GUBITCHEV was asked .whether he would accept Mr. HAMILTON 
as his attorney and he made a short speech t o the effect that inasmuch as 
this c targe was a dirty, political maneuver to inflame the emotions of the 
people. in this country against his country, and inasmuch as he did not 
consider himself a criminal and c onsidered himself immune to this court as 
a diplomat, he, would not accept oounsel. The court then instructed that 
the two counts of the indictment pertaining to GU3ITCHEV (which have 
previously been set forth in this report) .be read to’-GIBITCHEV with the 
instructions that he, GUBITCHEV, either plead guilty, not guilty, or stand 
. mute. .Defendant GUBITCHEV stood mute and the court entered a plea of not 
guilty for GUBITCHEV and trial was set for April 1, 1949. Bail was continued 
at $100 , 000 . 

The court discharged Mr. FOWLER HAMILTON from his responsibilities 
as court appointed counsel for the defendant, but requested Mr. HAMILTON 
as. amicus curiae to submit for the court l .s edification and perusal any and 
all information or decisions vhich jrould'be of assistance to the court in 
passing on the question of GUBITCHEV' 1 s immunity; 

Information concerning - ' the above three arraignment hearings 
was t (Leuhonically furnished to the Bureau by ASAC A. H. BELMONT immediately 
after .each Hearing on March 11, 14 and 15, 1949.

On March 9, 1949, by personal courier, the articles removed from 
the person of VALENTINE GUBITCHEV at the time of the search incident to his 
arrest on the evening of March 4, 1949, as well as dhring subsequent search 
of his person made prior to an interview in the ,New York Office on this 
same night, were forwarded to the FBI Laboratory for a complete appropriate 
document, cryptanalysis and secret writing examination. A complete list of 
these items was included in referenced report/and, accordingly, this list 
v/ill not be again set forth in this report. let ) (tA 

FBI Laboratory report dated March 11, 1949, reflected that the 
items removed from the. person of GUBITCHEV were examined for the presence 
of microdots, and for other types of concealed messages by methods which 
would not change or alter their appearance, with negative results. Non- 
staining treatment revealed no secret ink on the items. Ihe Laboratory 
advised that both items, one piece of Dillard's Aspirin Gum containing ten 
tablets and one partially used package of pale green mints , could have been 
used for the preparation of a secret ink. It does not appear likely that , 
specimens of this type would be so used because of the availability of their 
components, namely sugar and aspirin, in more convenient forms. The 
Laboratory concluded that the surname, and the first name originally type- 
written on GUBITCHEV s UN application form P, 11, bearing the typewritten 
< address "Robert Fulton Hotel', 228 East 71st Street, Now York City , ‘ : New.York" , 
had. been erased and that these names originally appeared as follows :

The AMTORG TRADING CORPORATION is the official' purchasing 
agency for the Soviet Government in the United States, In its present form 
it was founded and incorporated under the laws of the State of New York in 
1924. It is staffed mainly by Russian Nationals with a comparatively few 
American employees, >It is primarily engaged as an exporter of United States 
manufactured goods to Russia, and has also been known to be used as an 
importer of Soviet manufactured and processed goods to the United States.

Tass is the official news agency of the 
Russian' Government and is described in its Foreign Agents Registration Statement 
as "the central information organ of the USSR and is under the counsel of 
Peoples Commissars of the USSR." The home office of Tass is located at #10 
Tverskoy Boulevard, Moscow, USSR. The Tass office at 50 Rockefeller Plaza, 

New York City, is a foreign bureau of Tass. There 2 i%also a sub-bureau at 
969-971 National Press Building, Washington-, D. C. 



The New York Bureau of Tass was created in 1925 succeeding the 
New York Bureau of "Rosta", which had been established about January 1, 1923. 

The regulations regarding the functions and responsibilities of Tass were 
defined by o'fficial decree of the Soviet Government on January 15, 1935, at 
Moscow. These regulations contained a provision regarding the organization 
of correspondence bureaus and branches of.T/ss in foreign countries of the 
sending of special correspondence abroad. Kt) 

The function of the New York and 'Washington Bureaus* of. Tass in 
the United States is to collect news for transmission to Moscow,

In connection with the instant natter a confidential and reliable 
informant has advised that during the past two days contact's between Judith 
Coplon and her attorney, Archibald Palmer, have revealed, tliat Judith Coplon 
is in an hysterical state and has accused her attorney of not preparing a 
defense for her. Palmer, to most of those allegations, contends that the. 
subject has told him practically nothing and that as a result it has been, 
extremely difficult for him to prepare a defense. Palmer has further offered 
to resign his services in this cape. Salient portions of these contacts are 
being set forth herewith for your information. 

On Tuesday,. "April 19, 1949 Archibald Palmer told Eertram Coplon 
.that if the subject wanted another lawyer he would resign. Bertram Coplon 
in reply to this merely told Palmer that he would recontact him. Later he 
v<as again in touch, with Palmer and .stated that his sister, Judith, was 
completely hysterical, incoherent, and that he had never seen, her in a like 



'Paimpr replied that the case is prepared and that he had^gLvon 
seven days a week, to this case arid felt that he could clo nothing more than 
that. Palmer added ho would not know what the prosecution would 'do, that; 
he would have to wait until the witnesses to'ok the stand. Bertram then 
stated 'that his sister is a very nervous -typo of individual and tbai ho 
believes the reason Palmer has had her come to his. office each day was to 
keep her calm. Bertram said tliat his sister lies in bed awako evoislftigfri * 
arid the tension grows worse and worse on her. At this point, Palmor^ol^ 
Bertram Coplon that when Judith comes to his office, she will not ta®? t<S 
him and added that Bertram know the reason for this. Palmer continued 3'"n 
that she won't even talk to. him, won it even .whisper, and that in his^fioqvt 
she writes everything, palmer sta^^mtSihen they leave the officgJanC — 
go out on the street she does not even-want to talk then and, furthe r^ that 
he has had her go to his daughter 'Chouse arid-fBbm place to place otfThai^' 
streot and she still refuses to tallmto him.« . .. 

It is pointed out that palmer appeared very disturbed ^d 4nnoyed 
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so^aotions on the part 6r the subject and |i^ made no attempt 
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witness. Regarding the’ subjects friends in Washington, who nay or nay 
’ * not be subpoenaed, Paine r stated that he would have to wait and talk to then 
and determine if they are willing to testify* Palmer told Bertram that he 
had advised Judith that they could do this after their arrival in 
Washington. Bertran asked if that would not be too late and Palner replied 
it would not as these interviews could be conducted after 4:30 PM when 
court had adjourned for the day. 

Bertram then told Paliner that his sister was violently hysterical 
and Palmer replied he had thought that the other night. Palner then 
insisted he could not see Judith more than seven days a wefek. When at this 
point Bertram stated that Judith has a lot at stake. Palmer very emphatically 
advised Bertram that he,- too, had a lot . at stake.- When Bertram told Palmer 
It is subject's feeling that nothing has been done from the beginning. 

Palmer became- quite excited and insisted on talking to Judith. Bertram replied 
that it was impossible as Judith was in^much too hysterical •condition to talk. 
During the greater portion of the aforementioned conversation between 
Archibald Palmer and Bertram Coplon, Judith Coplon ^actually was in an 
hysterical condition and continued alternately crying and screaming. 

On April. 19, 1949 Palner was again in. touch with Bertram, and 
Judith Coplbn. Bertram stated that Judith was a lot calmer at this 1 time, and 
added that this case means so much to his sister that she undoubtedly 
expects .Palmer to sit and hold her hand and Bertram added thatvhe had, told 
Judith that as far as he is concerned, he thought Palner had done all he 
could and was not going into a court of law without knowing what it was all 
about. .As this point Palmer again stated- his annoyance at having to go out 
on street corners and. around blocks for the. purpose of preparing his case ,and 
added that Judith will not talk to him in his office. Bertram asked whether 
Palmer's office was tapped* and palner -emphatically stated it was not. 

Bertram then stated that his sister's feeling of such a condition was one of 

the principle; reasons she would not talk to him in his office. 
a\ 

At this point Judith Coplon entered into the conversation with 
Palmer and Palmer told her that lately she had been talking of motions of 
some sort and he accused her of talking, to some "silly lawyer. " Judith 
Coplon denied this. Palmer once more stated that the answers to most of 
the difficulties -at the present time was that he was not able to prepare 
this case in his office. The subject answered to this that she had. not told 
Palmer anything he could not tell anyone in his office. Palmer continued' 
that he had prepared his case in his, own way and that if people did not like 
' this method, they would bo, "silly to stick with mo." Palmer at this point 
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told Judith Coplon that one of the reasons he had her cone to his office 
each day was in order for her to b eh one acclimated to legal atmosphere 
Coplon exclaimed with disgdst at this and stated that all she did was 
listen to Palmer crossroxamine people. Palmer asked her if she knew what 
cross-examining was. Coplon replied that she did and that questions were, 
asked and she answered them* Palmer began, "Well, if you know the truth and 
tho story, " at which point Coplon interrupted him and said, "So you answer 
truthfully." Palmor added, "Then you know what you are going to answer." 

At this Coplon said, "Well, who says I an going to testify. " After a long 
pause. Palmer merely exclaimed, "That," at which point Coplon, wanted to know 
who said she was going to be cross-examined, palmer in answer to this 
said there was, no use for Coplon; 7 io go. at alii '

Palmer then told JuditH ^Coplon how silly it would* be for him. to 
• appear in court in TTashihgton’anc ask for an adjournment,^ explaining to her 
that this was the most important jcase in the country and "that the connection - 
of Gubitchev with the, case necessitated a .quick trial in Washington, inasmuch 
as Gubitchev was still In jail ip New York. Coplon' said .that she thought' they 
were being rushed into court .andi/said she 'thought her rights were being 
violated becausS she- had to- go to^trdai so soon and also in connection with 
her arrest and arraignment. -Palmer asked her to bo specif id. but she merely; 
stated that she had a feeling •hah constitutional rights wore being violated, 
to- which Palmer -countered' with another request that she be specific. Coplon * 
stated that her bail was excessive, palmer said that it was not inasmuch as 
she had made it. Palmer advised] -Judith that he would explain to the court 
that her father had recently died, but indicated to her that he held 
no hope for 1 this being cause for a further .adjournment. 


Palmer and Coplon then] .entered into a jocular discussion about 
Coplon*8 being in love with him and said that maybe it happened "that ,night 
in Washington Heights. " Palmer then wanted to know if she walked ’around 
"that neighborhood, " but Coplon,; said she had not. From the .conversation it 
would appear possible that both Coplon and Palmer had made a survey of the 
vicinity of 193rd Street and Broadway during the evening hours. Judith 
advised Palmer that the ribbon on her typewriter wbb broken and. that jshe 
could no longer type but that during the day she had done other things, 
which she referred to as, jiust as'dmportant.. Sho then told Palmer that she 
has something, on her mind, jfftich she said she had, told Palmer and She feels 
it may come up "in a case pf this kind. She said she is worried about

Mr. Kneip was of the opinion personally that the Government 
had not been hurt by Palmer’s actions and that as the trial progressed 
the Jury would realize the seriousness of Mis a Coplon’s offense.

During the course of the trial today, testimony was 
offered with reference to the surveillance of Coplon and Gubitchev, 
which took place on January 14, 1949 • Special Agents Hradsky, 

Brennan, MaHey and Robinson of the New York Office testified as 
to the facts of the surveillance, and Special Agent Gauthier was on 
the stand at the time the Court adjourned for the day. Mr. Gauthier 
was called to the witness stand for the purpose of introducing a chart 
reflecting the movements of the subjects during the course of this 
particular surveillance. 

Mr. Delavigne of the Washington Field Office reported that- 
Palmer, the defense attorney, was still pursuing his tactics of last 
week. He is voluble, irrepressible and has attempted to bring in al l 
types of irrelevant matter despite the Judge's efforts to keep him in 
line. He is apparently seeking a logical defense. After the trial 
today, he was surrounded by newspaper reporters who asked him a lot of 
questions. One of them made reference to the papers in the possession 
of Coplon. He remarked that she had the information so that she could 
prepare for a Civil Service examination. Another reporter spoke up 
and stated that Mr. Palmer had said previously it was for the purpose 

of writing a book. Palmer remarked that the reporter was a very smart 
boy.

E‘. HOWARD and furnished the following information' additional to that furnished 
in a previous interview conducted on March 5, 1949., as set out in referenced 
report. 



* Mr. DAVID R. BOOKSTAVER, Professor, Washington College of Law, 2000 
G Street, N. V/., was interviewed' March 16, 1949, by SAS HOLLIS W. BOYiERS and 
ROBERT W. MC CASIIN. 


Mr. BOOKSTAVER advised he resided at 3363 B. South Wakefield Street,. 
Arlington, Virginia, telephone, Alexandria 7360. He stated, too, that he had 
office space at 1028 Connecticut .Avenue, N. W.« 

BOOKSTAVER advised Ke was born at -Sag Harbor, New. York, and that he 
was educated in New York. He stated that he met the Subject sometime during 
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February, 1945, at .which time he recalls that she came to FARS, Depart- 
ment of Justice, from some Government job -which he believed was in New 
York. 


EOOKSTAVER recalled that the Subject was employed to handle 
the analytical work in the French field. He stated that he was an 
attorney in that section at the time^, He said that he recalled that 
she worked directly under Dr. M^)[DeJfCAPRILLAS until the summer of 1945 
when the latter left the Department. Mr. BOO KST AVER mentioned that he 
recalled that she did good work in her field and that she was commended 
highly by Dr. De CAPRI LLAS and others who knew of her work. Mr. EOOKSTAVER 
said that he was slightly conversant with the type work she was doing, be- 
cause he- was handling related matters in Italian and Belgian fields. Later 
on he took over the Yugoslavian field and stated that Subject assisted him 
on some analysis work in that field.' He said that at that time there were 
approximately 100 people in the section and that because of the number of 
persons, he was not as familiar with her as the present employees who are 
working very closely together in a small group. 

EOOKSTAVER stated that in connection with the Yugoslavian group 
and the work that he was doing on the United Committee of South Slavic 
Americans, he recalled that the Subject turned up a lot of good Information 
for him. He stated that she gleaned this information from reading the foreign 
press comments. , , 

ULUiS. 

BOO KSTAVER stated this latter work was sometime during\L946. He 
cannot recall definitely' the true date. He mentioned the Sub ject\ might 
have worked on other material for him but that he' does not recall/ what else 
she might have done. He did say, however, that he handled much^of the Soviet 
work of that section and that he, worked in that field with Mrjj) fflSMZER who was 
a political analyst, too, like the Subject. Mr. BOOKSTAVER remarked that 
NEMZER knew the Soviet field “forwards and backwards. 1 ! He said that in addition 
to knowing the Soviet field, he knew every splinter group that broke off from 
the main organizations. BOOKSTAVER said that- if the Subject was in on this group 
she woulu have been there in connection with helping NEMZER, he believes, and 
then he added that perhaps sheetookvbver NEMZER J .S-work r ln'lthe field' after NEMZER 
left the Department. 

BOOKSTAVER advised that he went with FARS in August, 1943, and that 
he left, the latter -part’ of March, 1947* He said, however, that his official 
termination, according to the records, was in July, 1947 » He indicated that 
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from January, 1947, until the end of March he was Acting Chief of the. divi- 
sion. During that time and on all 'previous occasions that he had had con- 
tact with the Subject, he had ’never gathered in any way that she might be 
engaged in any disloyal or subversive -activities. He said he recalled having* 
lunch" with her and other members of the section on many occasions while he 
was with the Department. - He said that he feels he has seen her.no more than 
seven or eight times since he resigned from the Justice Department. 

BOOKSTAVER recalled that he did have lunch with her either prior 
to or subsequent to her. trip to Europe. He stated he recalled, too, having re- 
quested her to visit some friends of his who were outside of London and he 
said that he recalled that she advised him upon her return from Europe that 
she was unable to contact his friends in England. He said she spoke of the 
time, she spent in Italy and indicated from her conversation that' her trip, was 
nothing but a pleasure trip. He said he felt her trip was not beyond her means i 
that he felt she was careful with her salary and in his opinion it would be entirely 
possible for her to have saved sufficiently during the time of her work with the 
Government to pay for such a vacation. 

BOOKSTAVER said that he,recalled asking Subject sometime during the 
fall of 1948 for information on Vamerican You ih_ for Democrac y. . He said that he 
did this because he had been requested by a friend of his who was representing 
a member of the AID in some Loyalty case in which the friend* s client was in- 
volved. He said that Subject suggested that he review a report which she would 
send him prepared by the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

BOOKSTAVER made available a letter which he had received in. connection 
with this report that, Miss COPLON gave him and which report he had given to 
Attorney MALLORY Rjr'SCETH who was representing the client in question. He re- 
called thaj. the last time he saw the Subject was after a luncheon which he had had 
with Mr^KOFFSKI and Mr. LENVIN of the Department. He felt that this was about 
the first of March, 1949* He mentioned that he returned with the above two 
gentlemen to the Department and that he recalls seeing her in her office in the 
FARS. At that time, he said he passed ’the time of day with hier and recalls 
mentioning something about her work at American University, at which time she 
said she was about to finish her thesis for' some graduate work she wras doing 
at American- University. He said he wished to mention that, in this Connection, 
he would be a member of a board of three to pass on Miss COPLON* s thesis re- 
garding her graduate work at American University. 

* 1 „ • 0 

BOOKSTAVER said -that he had tried to evaluate the circumstances of 
the Subject’s case and determine in his own mind the .reason for .the Subject's 
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engaging in such activities. He said that the first thing that came to' his 
mind was that approximately a year ago she asked him if he knew of any job that 
she might be able to do in New York. He said he- can't recall exactly what he 
told her at the time but that he does recall that later on he asked - her if she 
was still interested in a New. York job and he recalls that she informed him 
that she was no longer interested. Mr. BOOKSTAVER said he did not know whether 
she had indicated her disinterest subsequent to her trip to Europe or not. If 
it 7 /as subsequent to her European trip, he said he would then speculate that, 
she might have been contacted by the Russian agent sometime during her vacation 
in the early summer of 1948. 


BOOKSTAVER indicated that he 7/as not familiar with ary of Subject's 
close friends in the Department other than to know she was friendly v/ith b6 

I 1 KOFFSKY and former members of the FARS, such as NEMZER, b7C 

^acKNIGKT and EIIFF. He said he understood that she was keeping company with 
1 a'-Department attorney by the name of SHAPIRO. He said he did not know this 
attorney. 

BOOKSTAVER referred to the former analyst in FARS, Mj^mNCHUR who 
is presently a professor at Wayne University at Detroit. He characterised 
MANCHUR as a good analyst but not very objective. He felt that MANCHUR thought 
of the section as being "too much of a spy catching section," whereas he said 
actually FARS was delegated by the law to watch propaganda trends in the United 
States. 


BOOKSTAVER remarked that he visited the Department subsequent to 
Congressman WOOD' s release to the press about information obtained from MANCHUR. 
He indicated that he. spoke with Mr. FOLEY and Mr. CAMPBELL of the Department. 

He said that he gathered from Mr. CAMPBELL that the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities report was greatly embellished and that it was not an ac- 
curate expression of the remarks . of MANCHURi He stated ’that in his opinion 
MANCHUR v/as just critical of FARS and that he was never suspicious of anyone in 

the section as v/as alleged in the HCUA's press release. 

> 

BOOKSTAVER stated that he never gathered from MANCHUR or anyone else 
when he v/as v/ith the Department that any member of FARS was engaged in any work 
or activities in that section which were not in conjunction v/ith thelj? regular 
work. He stated further that he acted as "strav/ boss" under NATHAIj^sIIFF who 
was head of the section. He recalled that in that capacity he v/as apprised of 
the good work that was being done by the Subject. He had remembered that the 
c omm ent was once made that she was the "cheapest employee in the Department." 

He said 1 that by this was meant ‘that she was doing the same work of others 7/ho 
were two or three grades, above her in salary.

BOO KST AVER felt that ELEFF was. appointed section 
January, 1946, and that he left towards the end of that year. He said that 
during EUFF's period of being section chief, the section was greatly re- 
duced ,and that most of the members in the analytical field were informed 
they would, have to leave* Some, he said’, sensed this situation and got 
out of their own accord. He named NEMZER and MacKNIGHT as being two who 
got out of their own accord. He said that MANCHUR was informed that he 
would have to leave. He said that caused much hard feeling on the part of 
MANCHUR. He was of the opinion that the decision that MANCHUR should leave 
was made by MacKNIGHT. He said that on a qualitative basis he felt that 
NEMZER would be considered a more valuable employee in FARS than MANCHUR 
and he felt that because of this ’NEMZER was retained after MANCHUR was noti- 
fied he had. to leave. 

BOO KST AVER was of the .ppinion that the breaking up of the section 
was the result- of the inspection made' ‘by McCAUIEY of the Department. , He in- 
dicated that it was the impression around the Department that section was 
about to be “washed ,out. w 

* % 

* BOOKSTAVER remarked that on a comparative basis one would say that 

the Subject was of ■ a more liberal outlook than such a man as MANCHUR. How- 
ever, he said he did not feel that she ever manifested by her conversation 
or her activities about the- Department that she was considered a radical liberal. 
The entire section he said in comparison vrith the Criminal Division was not made 
up of such solid personnel. He explained that that was only normal because FARS 
was considered a wartime section and it did not have the seasoned personnel as 
the Criminal Division. . . y* 

BOOKSTAVER indicated that it was not the duty of any analyst in FARS 
to take upon himself the task of seeing the foreign representatives of European 
governments registered as agents 'under the Foreign Agents Registration Act. He 
said that the analyst was charged with compiling information and that this in- 
formation was in turn passed on to the attorney of the section who was charged 
with the enforcement side, of the act of registering. ^5

BOOKSTAVER was questioned at length regarding this practice because 
of the allegation made by the Rumani an nationalist. AlEXANDRS^CRETZiANU to the 
effect that he had been pressured bv l I an analyst of that section,, 

to register with FARS. BOOKSTAVER was asked if it would be possible to have in- 
formation of a. registrant obtainable from the public files within a period of 
twenty-four, hours and he' indicated, that this would be most unlikely. This 
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question was asked because it will be recalled that Dr^HFOTAGE, the Yugo- 
slavian, indicated to Mr. CRETZIANU that the morning after his registra- 
tion, the Daily Y/orker carried the account of his registering as a foreign 
agent . 

BOOKSTAVER indicated that it was the practice for all agents to 
file two registration certificates, the copy, he said, was then sent to 
State and that after State had made an official recognition of the registra- 
tion, the original was then made, available in the public files of the De- 
partment. He felt that this procedure- would take a greater portion of a 
week to complete. 

BOOKSTAVER said that after he left the Department, he understood 
Mr. RAYMOND 'WHEARTY took over as Chief of the section. He said that he never 
* gathered from Mr. YfflEARTY or any other one in the Department who knew of the 
Subject 1 s work that she was not devoting herself exclusively to her job. He 
said that he personally would have sworn on her had he not read the account 
of her activities in the press. 

.. BOOKSTAVER suggested that a former attorney in FAR S, Mr. JAM ES- 

n/ $ASHT N fypnM, a professor at Howard University, might be able to give ad- 
ditional information concerning the Subject.

JOSEPH BORKIN, Room 1018, Ring Building, v?as interviewed at his 
office by SAS JOHN E. HOWARD and STANLEY T. BLASZEK on March 16/ 1949 . 

BORKIN, who until October, 1946, was employed as Chief Economic 
Adviser and Attorney, Antitrust Division, Department of Justice, advised , 1 
that he first met COPLON during 1943 in connection with his frequent trips 
to the Department of Justice Office in New York City. BORKIN was never as- 
signed to the New York City Office j however, he had occasion to go there in 
connection Trith his work. In conversation with employees of Justice in New 
York,, he heard of COPLON. He heard through these people that COPLON was a 
brilliant girl, having been graduated with honors from Barnard College. He 
knew her only as an employee and never saw her outside the office. 
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Sometime during early 1945* BORKEN recalled, in seeking a re- 
placement for his assistant who was about to resign, that he interviewed 
several girls including COPLON for the position, but COPION advised she 
did not want the job. He frequently saw COPLON in the halls of the Justice 
Building in Washington, D. C., but seldom had an opportunity to talk with 
her. 

BORKEN did not recall ever having introduced anyone to COPLON and 
could not state who became acquainted with him as a result of COPLON* s ac- 
quaintance, with him. He recalls that the last time .he saw her was on October 
13* 1948, at 1 which time he was a representative of Universal Pictures and the 
J. Arthur Rank Organization, promoting a private showing of the movie “Hamlet** 
at the Interior Department Auditorium. - He stated he sent several tickets to 
friends in the Department, and COPLON may have obtained a ticket from one of 
those to -whom he ’had sent them. He could not specifically recall vho ac- 
companied COPLON on that occasion but vaguely recalled it may have been Mr. • 
FOLEY 6f thd Department of Justice. BORKEN stated he did not recall ever 
having gone to lunch with COPLON nor did he ever visit COPION nor she visit 
him. He stated he could not say that he was well acquainted with her. 

• BORKEN could add nothing further to the current investigation.

Mrs. EMMA BROOKS, 694 Fourth Street, N. E., was interviewed 
by Special Agents Y/ILLIAM " V * SLEVIN and HAROLD Vf. -BRUEGGEMAN on March' 

8, 1949, and the following information was. obtained: 

EMMA BROOKS was employed by -JUDITH COPLON as a maid from 
March, 1947 until January, 1948 at 3624, Turilaw Road, Apartment 108. 

Mrs. BROOKS cleaned this apartment once a week and saw COPLON on only 
one occasion, that occasion being in March, 1947 when COPLON hired Mrs. 
BROOKS. From this time on, Mrs. BROOKS had communicated with COPLON 
only by note or by telephone.

Mrs. BROOKS advised that during the time she cleaned 
COPLON* s apartment, she observed that her desk was always unlocked 
and was always kept in a very neat condition. She observed no type- 
written papers of any description on the, desk nor was there any indica- 
tion that anyone was doing extensive typing in the apartment. 

Mrs . BROOKS recalled that in the summer of- 1947, COPLON 
obtained a portable typewriter which Mrs-. BROOKS had observed in a black 
carrying case on COPLON* s desk. She was unable to further describe this 
typewriter. ' 
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Mrs. BROOKS stated that she was aware that COPLON made occasional 
trips to New York because COPLON did advise her of these trips telephonically 
and instruct her to clean on Saturday mornings when COPLON would be. gone. 

COPION stated the reason she made these trips to New York was to visit her . 
parents. 

•Mrs. BROOKS stated that COPLON advised her that she was attending 
American University and was studying very hard, and for this reason did not 
want Mrs. BROOKS present in the apartment when COPLON was there.’ 

On several occasions , COPLON phoned BROOKS requesting "that she not 
clean the apartment inasmuch as COPLON stated she was studying for exams. 

Mrs. BROOKS stated that in cleaning the COPLON apartment she ob- 
served nothing of an unusual nature, and stated that she never saw e.vidence 
of paper or other materials being burned in the apartment. She stated -that 
she had never seen files or any papers which appeared to be official Govern- 
ment documents. 

Mrs. BROpKS stated that the only known contact which she could give' 
was a l^iss M. C^GUGIN, one of COPLON' s neighbors at 3624 Tunlaw Road. 

Mrs. BROOKS ’stated that she was employed by COPLON on the •recom- 
mendation of one of the neighbors at 3624 Tunlaw Road, whose name BROOKS could, 
riot recall. Her employment was terminated in January, 1948, when COPLON .re- 
quested her to clean the apartment each day. Mrs. BROOKS stated she was unable 
to work this regularly' and therefore mailed COPLON the key to her apartment. 

The personnel file of Mrs. EMMA BROOKS was examined at the Civil 
Service Commission and reflected the following information: 

Mrs. BROOKS is employed by the Civil Service Commission as. a clerk 
in the Examining and Placement Division. She was born January 3, 1910, at. 
Washington , D. C. Her mother and father are listed as EDWARD and SADIE DAVIS, 
401 Franklin Street, N. Yf. , Washington, D. C. Her husband is listed as ROBERT 
BROOKS, his employment being a laborer in the Department of Justice. Mrs. 
BROOKS attended the Armstrong High School from 1922 to 1926 and has been em- 
ployed intermittently by the. Government since 1938. Her employment was with 
the General Accounting Office and the Bureau of Engraving and Printing and 
the War Department'.

On March 9, 1949; S AS, LEWIS E. GLENN and STEPHEN A. SMITH in- 
terviewed ELIZABETH DEEBLE at the Washington Field Office. 


ELIZABETH DEEBIE is employed at the State Department -in the Spanish- 
Portuguese Section of the Information Bureau. , She resides at 3333 N Street, 

N. W., Apartment 734. ELIZABETH DEEBLE was first in contact with’ COPLON about 
May of 1947 when DEEBLE made inquiries in connection vdth the work of COPLON 
at the Justice Department. All of '.these contacts have been connected, with 
DEEBLE' s work and have been made by DEEBIE. To the best of her recollection, 
COPLON never asked her for any information at all. Although DEEBIE has never seen 
COPLON, she recalled that fairly recently COPLON had suggested they have lunch 
together, but that such appointment somehow never took place. She was unable 
to furnish any other pertinent information inasmuch as she had no knowledge of 
COPLON' s personal life or of any contacts or acquaintances. Miss DEEBLE was per- 
sonally unaware of any disloyal activities on the part of Miss JUDITH COPLON and 
stated she has never .heard, of anything which would indicate COPLON was engaged 
in any such activity. 


ELIZABETH DEEBLE furnished the .following background information con- 
cerning herself: 

1 .9" • 

She was bom December 3; 1888, at Washington, D. C.- She. attended 
the public schools of Washington and later attended the Abbott Academy in 
Massachusetts. She spent thirteen years in Spain, from 1926 to 1938, origin- 
ally visiting this country as a tourist, and subsequently setting up a travel 
agency. Her home was in Barcelona although she traveled extensively throughout 
Spain. She is proud of the fact that she is a member of the Spanish-American 
Chamber of Commerce. During the Spanish Civil War, from. July, 1936, to May, 1938, 
she was a War Correspondent for the Manchester Guardian. She then. returned to 
the United States and lived with her aging mother for approximately two years, 
during which time they traveled throughout the country. She began to look for a 
job in 1940, but could not get one becauseof her age. On April 6, 1942, she 
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entered, the employ of the -United States Government', Of f ice - oT "OWsbrsnip 
in New York' City and was employed 'by this organization for two years., She 
then went with the Office of War Information (Spring of 1944) editing radio 
broadcasts in Spanish and Portuguese. *%e left this organization because 
of a reduction in, force in September, 1945» Since December, 1945, she has 
been employed by the State Department. ' 

Miss DEEBLE furnished the name of ANTONIX^ME COCCI } who is also em- 
ployed by the State Department in the ‘Information Bureau, as another indi- 
vidual vh 6 has had telephonic contact with 1/ass COPLON in connection with 
official matters. It is Miss DEEBLE’ s recollection that like herself, 

MI COCCI has never met COPLON personally and that his knowledge of her is 
confined to the .aforementioned contacts.

Miss HELEN DOYLE, 1669 Columbia Hoad, N. Yf. , Apartment 401, 
telephone Adams 1657, employed Internal Security Section, Criminal 
Division, Department of Justice, was- interviewed in the Y/ashington Field 
Office by SA EDWARD F. HUMMER on March 15, 1949, and advised that on or 
about i.!ay 1, 1948, she was detailed to the Foreign Registration Section 
of the Department of Justice a few days a week to help Mrs. LONGLEY in 
the Clerical Administration of the Foreign Agents Registration Aon Section. 
It was very shortly thereafter that Miss COPLON went"on her trip to Europe. 


Miss DOYLE stated it was her job in the foreign Registration Act 
Section to initially receive incoming FBI reports, to index them, and pre- 
pare them for the file in the Department. After, indexing them. Miss. DOYLE 
advised that the reports were then distributed to ei^Jaer the attorneys or 
the analyst in the Section. 


From May until September, 1948, Mr. .HOGAN had been .receiving most 
of the FBI reports. In September, 1948, he left to work on the Tokyo Rose 
case and upon Mr. FOLEY 1 s instruction, Miss DOYLE stated the FEE reports were 
'then sent to -Miss 'COPLON. These - reports- all bore, the FBI character of 
Internal Security-C or R. • - 

This practice of forwarding all these reports to Miss COPLON con- 
tinued up until February, 1949,- when Miss DOYLE stated that Mrs. ROSSON came 
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into the section, at which time Mr. FOLEY gave instructions to send FEE 
reports to her. Miss DOYLE stated that the procedure in this regard was 
as follows: 

r After she had indexed the reports, the reports were placed in 
the outgoing messenger box and messengers took them and put them "in Mrs. 
R0SSON‘s incoming box. Miss DOYLE never personally handed the reports to 
Miss COPLON. Miss DOYIE further stated that, three or four days after re- 
ceiving instructions- from Mr. FOLEY to send reports to Mrs. ROSSON, Miss 
COPLON came to her, l&xss DOYLE, and made a complaint, “Are you sending 
those reports to Mrs. ROSSON? 1 * Miss DOYLE replied', "Yes,** to which COPLON" 
answered, "But I must see them' first.** Miss v DOYIE stated that there was 
no further, conversation regarding these reports at that time. 

Miss DOYLE stated that she continued to put the reports in the 
outgoing box and she. Miss DOYIE, told the messenger to deliver them to , 
Miss COPLON, but evidently Miss COPLON must have spoken to the,. messenger 
herself to send the reports to, her. 

> * 

A few days after this, Mr. FOLEY again came to .Miss DOYLE and 
said to send-, the reports to Mrs. ROSSON. Miss DOYLE stated that Miss 
'COPLON made no further complaint. She does not know whether Miss COPION 
saw ’the reports after Mrs. ROSSON had them. 

• Miss DOYLE stated that the- above constituted the only personal 
contact she has- had .with COPLON, although she has-been aware that Miss 
COPLON was in the office and in the Foreign Registration Act Section. Her 
desk was in another office, and Miss DOYLE stated” that she attended to her 
own work and paid no attention to Miss COPLON. She claimed that she kneyr 
nothing about -Miss COPLON, but considered, her intelligent, vivacious and 
one who bore a good reputation in the Department. She advised that Miss 
COPLON dressed conservatively, lived within her means, and never borrowed 
any money. 

Upon Miss COPIpN* s return from Europe, Miss DOYLE stated that 
• Miss COPLON gave heir, Miss DOYIE, and two other women in the Section, - 
Mrs. LONGLEY and another woman, three identical sterling pins which Miss 
COPLON' stated were purchased in Florence . 

Miss DOYLE stated she- had no further information to offer.

On March 18,, 1949, SA BOLUS W. BOWERS interviewed LOUIS EISENSTEIN 
in his office at 1614 I’ Street, N. W. , w-hich is the law firm of RANDOLPH E. 
PAUL. ’ * * 


EISENSTEIN informed that he had met JUDITH COPLON on two occasions, 
the first of 'which. was sometime during the summer of 1948 at Alfonso 1 s Res- 
taurant at 14th and L Streets, N. W. EISENSTEIN said that he was introduced 
to JUDITH. COPLON by SIDNEI^BERMAN. EISENSTEIN said that he was with BERMAN 
and COPLON for about one-half hour and during this time he gained the im- 
pression that she was a fairly intelligent individual, one whom he would des- 
cribe as a very intense type of per son,. and he. also learned that she was an 
analyst. 


EISENSTEIN -said tjiat on the occasion of the second meeting, a cock- 
tail party given by HEffilgjGRUNDSTEIN fo r' SIDNEY .BERMAN who was leaving the 
Department, of Labor, .he does not believe he spoke to COPLON more than once 
or twice and that they merely passed a .few pleasantries. 

EISENSTEIN stated that he has, been quite friendly with BERMAN since 
he has been in Washington ’ and that they went to the same /lav; school together^ 
however he did not know BERMAN until introduced by ALEXVbDSKOFF, a former De- 
partment of Justice Attorney. Acqording to EISENSTEIN, the cocktail party given 
by GRUNDSTEIN was at the Miramar, 1301 l*5th Street, N. W., and GRUNDSTEIN is a 
woman attorney in the Y/age and Hour Division in the Department of Labor who was 
a colleague of BERMAN 1 s. EISENSTEIN said that IRVING^RHAN,' an attorney with 
the National Labor Relations Board; JOE STONE, roommate of -BERMAN; GRUNDSTEIN, 
BERMAN' and COPLON were- the only .ones that he* could remember as being at the 
party. He said he- and his wife, .of course, were there.; EISENSTEIN also said 
that he does not recall that COPLON was with anyone; that she arrived at the 
party alone, but he assumed that, she had been Invited through SIDNEY BERMAN. 


LOUIS EISENSTEIN informed that .he lived in New York prior to coming 
to Washington, D. C., in* 1941, and that he had' attended the Brooklyn Law School, 
engaged in the practice of law from 2938-1941 and also from February, 1940,. to 
1941 did research work for RANDOIPMPAUL*. EISENSTEIN said .in December, 1941, - 
he went to work for the Treasury Department in the Office of Tax Legislative 
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Counsel and that he was engaged in drafting tax laws for the Treasury De- 
partment. He resigned in October, 1945> and since that time has', been en- 
gaged in the practice of Tax Law with the firm of RANDOLPH PAUL. He is 
married and resides at 4105 Russell Avenue, Mt. Rainier, Maryland.

Mr. BURK C. ELBRICK was interviewed by Special Agent Edward F, 
Hummer -and advised .that he formerly occupied what is known as the- Polish 
Desk in the Eastern European Affairs Division of the Department of State 
and representing the Department of State had occasion in the past to 
make, telephonic contact with JUDITH COPLON in the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the Department of Justice, lirs .ELBRICK stated he has never met 
Miss C0P10N in 'person and, therefore, does not know her personally, or any 
member of her family or any of her' friends and associates. In fact, Mr, 
ELBRICK stated that since he only knew her name telephonically and 
phonetically, he assumed that it was spelled COPELAND and never knew to 
the contrary until the newspaper publicity in question gave him the 
correct spelling, Mr, ELBRICK further stated that Miss COPLON was 
most cooperative and asked for no information from him in return. 


MT, ELBRICK stated that the contacts with the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section had been going on for some -time as he had .previously • 
been in contact with other persons in the section and when they resigned from 
the Department of Justice he was referred to Miss COPLON- and continued' the 
contacts with .her, Mr-, ELBRICK stated that the contacts with the 'Foreign 
Agents Registration Section pertained to getting the Department of Justice 
to compel various Polish nationals to register as foreign agents, especially 
the representatives of the Polish Diformation Center in New York City, 

Mr, ELBRICK stated that generally the State Department had no difficulty 
with the accredited representatives of the Polish Government, but had 
considerable difficulty with Polish nationals who came to the United States 
and who in unofficial capacities were visiting parts of the United States and 
refused to register as foreign agents, Mr, ELBRICK stated that it. was the' 
responsibility of the Department of Justice to see that these people registered 
and naturally he made numerous inquiries of Miss. COPLON to ascertain their status 
He stated- that it was him impression that she did not defend these people for 
not registering and at all times assumed the proper American attitude. At no 
time did she belittle the State Department or defend the nationals for not 
registering j nor did she commend or criticize the registration statements when 
registration did take place, Mr. ELBRICK was positive in- his statement that 
* Miss COPLON- asked ho confidential information from him, 

Mr, ELBRICK had no further information to offer.

Mrs. ELDRED advised that JUDITH COPLON was never at her home 
and the occasion above was the only time that she has visited the - 
subject' s apartment. 

Mrs , ELDRED advised that the subject never mentioned boy- 
friends, but did mention occasionally having dates or going to concerts. 

She has been aware that recently the subject has been going with HAROLD 
SHAPIRO, which fact pleased everyone in the particular section as SHAPIRO 
was well liked. Mrs. ELDRED advised that’ Mass COPLON often took news- 
papers and magazines home with her and thinks that she might have taken 
work from the office, home. Mrs. ELDRED advised that on one occasion 
she herself, mentioned to the subject that it was not such a good idea to 
take reports, home from the office ”and the subject .replied, "Oh, it is all 
right," Mrs. ELDRED could not recall just what prompted this remark of 
hers, but stated it was shortly after the war and. the office was more or 
less security conscious. Mrs, ELDRED advised that subject hacl access to 
practically all the FBI reports coining into the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section and from these reports, prepared data slips which were exerpts 
from the reports. These data slips, however, constituted a part of the 
Department's file. ‘ 
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Mrs. ELDRED further advised that all analysts did the same thing 
at the time and these data slips were filed according to different break- 
downs, such as nationalities, organizations, individuals, etc. Concern- 
ing the FBI reports in question, Mrs. ELDRED advised that they were kept 
overnight in cabinets which were not locked, but the rooms in which the 
cabinets were kept were locked.- 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that she could not recall the Subject* s« ever 
asking her to furnish confidential information j however, questions were 
’often asked of one another , in the section. Mrs. ELDRED advised that some 
FBI reports may not have come to Miss COPLON but went to Mr. LENVIN - as 
they did hot pertain to lass COPLON* s particular field of analyzing. Mrs. 
ELDRED advised that often lass COPLON found these' reports and at times 
asked her why she. Miss COPLON, did not get them. 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that the Subject often prepared memoranda on 
information she received telephonically from the State Department concerning 
the Foreign Registration- work. 'Mrs. ELDRED advised that at times Miss 
COPLON prepared a memorandum for the file requesting certain FBI reports by 
title. In most cases, Mr. LENVIN would take Miss COPLON* s word that she 
needed the information and just occasionally might argue with her about it 
and very rarely would the two of them take the matter to Mr. FOIEY for a 
decision. 

Concerning information which Miss COPION received from the State 
Department, Mrs. ELDRED .advised that the, information was obtained mainly 
telephonically but, on occasions, was obtained through liaison. In con- 
nection with FBI reports, Mrs. ELDRED said that formerly, when the FARS 
had many employees/ she had always received FBI reports first. She stated 
that although lass COPLON was supposed to get only those reports having, 
something to do with Foreign Agents Registration, she occasionally received 
reports whiclf carried the FEE character of Internal Security-R or C. She 
stated that she' could not, however, remember Miss* COPLON* s ever, asking 
to receive all reports carrying the character of Internal Security-R.' 

Mrs; ELDRED did remember Miss COPLON* s -coming in her office 
several times and inquiring about incoming mail. She cannot remember, 
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however, Miss COP LON's making any inquiries of other employees as to the 
nature of the work they were engaged in. She does recall, however. Hiss 
COPLON's coming in and asking’ why she did not get the reports first, in- 
stead of Mr. LENVIN 3 however. Miss COPLON was' aware of what Mr. LENVIN was 
doing at the time as LENVIN and COPLON shared the same room.

Concerning this arrangement, Mrs. ELDRED advised that COPLON, 
did not- like the presence .of Mr. LENVIN in her room and she made several. , 
pointed remarks about this and the two of them were pretty '‘scrappy;’ 1 Mrs. 

ELDRED attributed this at the time to a clash of personal ities rather than 
a desire of Miss COPLON- to be alone in ah office.’ Later . V ~1 

was placed in the- same- office with her, and she made no complaint whatsoever. 

Mrs. ELDRED then commented that she read in the paper where other 
neighbors had complained. of Miss COPLON' s' typing at night and stated that , 
this was strange to her, Mrs. ELDRED, as Miss COPLON had often complained' 
in the mornings that she could not sleep the night- before due to someone , b7C 
typing- in the building. • . , • ' 

Concerning the Subject's ability to type, Mrs. ELDRED. advised* 
that she knew that she OY/ned a typewriter, and in the office, at, times', 

Subject typed information appearing on the data slips 3 however, a Miss 

TAYLOR, vr '.■> employed, in the section, usually typed, the slips.

Concerning the. Subject' s outside activities, hobbies, and 
interests, Mrs.- ELDRED advised that COPLON was fond of dancing and at- 
tended a. modern dancing school. Mrs. ELDRED described this particular 
dancing as not ballroom dancing} but (leaping through the air) like 
ballet. She advised that COPLON attended dancing school on Thursday 
nights, which was also the bowling nights of the boy's in the office arid 
she often made arrangements to meet together vdth the boys after bov;ling • 
which coincided with the end of her dancing lesson. 

. Further, Miss COPLON- was interested, in photography and often 

talked about it and often engaged others in the Department in. conver- 
sation, v/ho were -more, or less amateur photographers. Mrs. ELDRED ad- 
vised that the Subject took quite a .few pictures in Europe and brought 
back many snapshots 3 that she owned an expensive leather-cased camera, 
the exact* make: of v/hich Mrs.. ELDRED did not know. 
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, Concerning her ambition in life, Mrs. ELDRED advised that COPION 

often expressed a desire to go back to New York and did not intend to stay 
in Washington. At one time COPLON thought of becoming- a lawyer and to this 
end registered in the George Washington night school. She later found out* 
however, that credits earned would not permit her to take the New York Bar so 
she gave it up and endeavored to secure a refund of her tuition. 

Subject "never mentioned getting married, settling down, and having 
a home. Only recently, Mr. SHAPIRO secured an apartment and sought COPION' s 
aid in decorating the apartment, picking out the paint, colors and the furn- 
iture. ' . ' 



Concerning Subject* s family, Mrs. ELDRED. advised that the Subject 
mentioned her father as being "the Santa Claus of the Adirondacks . “ Mrs. 

ELDRED has never met the Subject* s mother, father or brother. 

Concerning the Subject’s trips to New, York, Mrs. ELDRED advised that 
Subject did not go to New York every weekend, but made the trip approximately * 
every two weeks or at least twice a month. As far as she knows, the purpose 
was to visit the Subject* s family or take in a show. Generally, the Subject 
took the one o’clock train or the Congressional Limited at 4:00 P.M. and 
usually returned to Washington on' Sunday nights. 

* Concerning the Subject's trip to Europe, Mrs. ELDRED advised that 
the trip seemed rather. sudden to her and she understood that Miss COPLON was 
supposed to go. to Europe with a girlfriend, who, at the last minute, could 
not go, but Miss COPION was determined on going anyway. Mrs. ELDRED advised, 
however, that the Subject did not want to talk about the trip too much, and 
she was gone longer than she expected to be. Mrs . ELDRED advised that Miss 
COPION left in May and returned in July. She ’flew over by plane and came back 
by boat j however, the- Subject had a round trip -ticket by plane and only recently 
secured a refund- of over $300 from her unused plane ticket. 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that it was her impression at the time that, the j 
Subject v/as going over, to attend a girl* s wedding and. the girl in question being 
the one who was going to make the -trip with Miss COPION. 

* 

Mrs. ELDRED does not- know of any friend of Miss COPLON* s in Europe, 
and Miss COPION never spoke of any. Concerning the trip, she advised that 
the Subject talked about the ride, the countries and the people in general with 
no reference to any specific person. Mrs. ELDRED advised that she was under « 
the' impression that part of the trip was a conducted tour. 
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Mrs. ELDRED does not know which airplane the Subject took going 
to Europe or the tourist agency involved, but she does remember Subject's 
contacting the AA. and for the last couple of months had been making inquiry 
concerning a refund on- her unused return ticket by air. 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that undoubtedly Mr. LENVIN vrould know more 
about this phase of the tripi 

Concerning any gifts brought back by the Subject, Mrs. ELDRED ad- 
vised that 'she brought her back a carved head which fits on the top of a wine 
bottle; also the Subject brought her back a bottle of Cognac which, however, 
went to someone else. Mrs. ELDRED advised, however., that she received some 
consolation because she tasted samples of Cognac received by other employees 
of this Department brought back by Subject. 

Concerning the source of money for the cost of the trip, Mrs. 

ELDRED stated that she thought the cost came out of Subject's personal 
savings or Subject may have borrowed some of the money-. Mrs. ELDRED as- 
sumed .that Subject had a savings account and that she lived m thin her means, 
never went in for expensive clothes, wore inexpensive flat-heeled shoes. 

Further, she thought that Subject systematically purchased war bonds through 
the Payroll Reduction Plan. Subject had a P-3 rating receiving approximately 
§4,300 per annum. Further,- the Subject was not hard pressed financially and 
did not support her family and to Mrs . ELDRED' s information had no outside 
income. She drank intoxicating liquors occasionally but not to excess. 

Mrs. ^ELDRED has never heard -the Subject mention having any relatives 
behind the Iron Curtain countries who could be threatened with extinction un- 
less the Subject furnished information to Russia. 

As far as she knew, Mrs. ELDRED stated that Subject never .gambled 
and was not in debt or hard-pressed for funds. 

Concerning the ideological motive as an excuse for Subject.' s actions, 
Mrs. ELDRED advised that Subject never mentioned politics and during the recent 
elections mentioned the fact that she v/as going to New York to vote but did not 
say for thorn. Mrs. ELDRED stated it was her opinion that she was for TRUMAN . 

Concerning her work in the Foreign Agents Registration -Act Section, 
Mrs. ELDRED advised" that Miss COPLON was instrumental in getting anti-Com- 
munist registrations from. anti-Communist, "White Russian .groups and individuals 
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; such ajjJj^AYDALAKOFF and two Idthuaniaris who had underground connections in 
Europe. Often the Subject had to find out' if the- State Department had any 
objections to contacting persons or organizations to get them to register,. 
As far as pro-Communist individuals and organizations' were concerned, Mrs. 
ELDRED advised that the Subject was Xor registering these persons and in- 
dividuals. . 


Concerning- topics of the day. that would show -her ideological 
sympathy toward Russia^ such as the Baruch Plan on atomic energy,, the? 

•National Plan, the Blockade of Berlin, Universal Military Training, the 
Atlantic Pact, Mrs. ELDRED advised that the Subject had never ^mentioned these 
topics. Con ns mi njA/Arntn-r^ Corpo rations ♦ Mrs. ELDRED advised that COPLON 
thought- that they ittight .be exempt under the Foreign- Agents Registration Act 
because it .was, a commercial firm and not engaged in political activities 
‘ and,, further, that she had.-some doubts whether there, was a foreign principal 
involved. Mrs. ELDRED -advised that there was no discussion concerning Tass 
News Agency registration and. their registration ’statement was quite complete 
as far as employees were concerned.

, Mrs. ELDRED 'was asked- whether Subject had ever commented on the 
newspaper writeup of the House Committee on Un-American Activities hearings 
involving Miss . BENTLEY and one CHAMBERS or- the Senator FERGUSON hearing in- 
volving REMINGTON and the Grand Jury proceedings in New York, and Mrs. 

ELDRED advised that Miss COPLON laughed' -about these hearings and in a few. 
remarks- did ridicule them- stating that it was- all for publicity. 

Mrs. ’ELDRED advised that Subject was ‘acquainted; with NORMAN BURSLER 
who was identified in the House- Committee hearings, -and Miss COPLON made the 
- statement one day .that he seemed to be such a meek and mild person that, she did 
not see how he could do the things that were .attributed, to him.. Her general t 
attitude was that case, hearings were ridiculous- and\could not be. true. 

Mrs. ELDRED never observed the Subject clipping the newspaper ac- 
counts ’of these Congressional hearings, .'although Subject constantly clipped 
information in; the .papers pertaining, to Foreign Agents. • 

Concerning her moral reputation,- Mrs. ELDRED stated that as' far 
as she, knew it was good, and, further , that" she thought the Subject had 
enough intestinal fortitude and backbone to resist a. .bribe' to -furnish in- 
formation^ unauthpri zed pe'rsohs and. if such an offer -we re made, that the ; 
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Subject would undoubtedly report -it to the proper^ aulwiorities . The same 
would apply to a blackmail threat involving the Subject in a compromising 
position,. and the. Subject would have reported it to the authorities rather 
than- go through with the blackmail. Mrs. ELDRED advised/that she based 
this opinion on the -fact that Subject- v/as. not easily swayed, made up her 
own. mind, stuck to her own opinions, and was very 'fecrappy* at times;' Further, 
Subject had a temper which was not extreme, however, and knew how- to handle 
herself pretty well. She never, knew -.the Subject to become involved . in any 
- affair with a married' man. In this respect, Mrs. ELDRED advised’that the 
Subject lived alone but did not ' know why, other than the fact that Subject 
studied at night in a graduate -school. Subject did, not at any time seek 
the opportunity to room' with other girls..' As far as her purpose in con- 
tinuing her education working toward a Master* s Degree, Mrs'. ELDRED-’ ad- 
vised that she thought the purpose was to better her position financially 
and to advance- herself within the Federal service. • , . 

> 

She advised -that the -Sub ject .read newspapers . constantly, but oh 
the other hand never argued about current topics, but, further, that she 
did not seem to avoid' controversial subjects. 

Concerning the ALGER HISS expose in the paper, Mrs. ELDRED .ad- 
, vised that Subject looked upon -this as "just another pumpkin 11 and a "v/ild 
goose chase.* 1 Subject never took the ALGER HISS ; expose seriously. She 
favored the United Nations,, but never mentioned the Russian Veto question. 

i Mrs. ELDRED. was asked, if she, .could furnish any- motive for the 

Subject* s.actions, 'assumihg.that' the newspaper accounts were /true and she 
replied 1 that she could hot see a single motive for the Subject* s actions; 
'that Subject was. neversore on the 'world', or antagonistic to the United 
States foreign policy. There was absolutely nothing to make' her suspicious, \ 
of the Subject. 

■ Concerning the usual conversation between the two of them, Mrs. 
ELDRED- advised- that the' two of- 'them usually talked ’shop arid never' mentioned 
anything about her, the Subject! s, outside life. Mrs. ELDRED knows, however, 
that the Subject kept up with, her Barnard College classmates .and attended 
. AlumnSe meetings. The fact that she, was the only person not married within 
the Alumnae group did not worry her, and an old-maid status did -not .concern 
the Subject in the least. - ' 


As far as Mrs. ELDRED knew,, the Subject never mentioned, having 
any friends within the UN Organization. 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that concerning £he trip to Europe, Subject 
did want to go to Russia as the Subject made the statement to her on oc- 
casion that she -wanted to know what the country was like, what the people 
were like in Russia; that the Subject Trent so far as*to secure a Russian 
visa, but the fact that the visa would cost $12.00 and other fees totaling 
$25.00 seemed to dissuade her in making further efforts. 

Concerning her most recent trips to New York, Mrs. ELDRED advised 
that the Subject went to New York over the Inauguration weekend holiday, 
namely, January ,20, 21, 22 and 23. Further, Mrs. ELDRED stated that over 
Washington's birthday, which came on Tuesday, Subject took Monday off on 
annual leave and came back to work Wednesday morning, February 23, and Heft 
agdinrfor .New York two days later, Friday afternoon. When. asked by Mrs. 

ELDRED why she did riot take the whole week off. Subject replied that she 
wanted to .save her annual leave for summer. 

Concerning the motive that Subject needed .or wanted money, Mrs. 
ELDRED advised that this was not likely as the Subject was not a miser, was 
free with her money and loaned small amounts from $5 to $10 to other employees 
in the Department to tide them over until payday. 

Mrs,. .ELDRED advised that recently the Department received a letter 
from VICTOgVRERLO, well-known to 'the Bureau, who wrote in stating that he. was 
going to act as an Agent for an unnamed delegate to the UN and requested in- 
formation whether he should register or be required to register under the 
Foreign Registration Act. She advised that the Department answered PERXQ . 
that from the facts given him in his letter he would be given a 3-D classi- 
fication, which is a commercial exemption, and he did not have „to register 
as long as he did not engage in any political activity. Mrs. ELDRED advised 
that Ur. LENVIN made -the final decision in this letter and that the Subject 
did' not agree with it. . 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that as far as the Foreign Agents Section was 
concerned, the Section made its own decisions unless something was very hot, 
in which case it might go through ALEX CAMPBELL, Head of the Criminal Division 
of which the Foreigi Agents Registration is only a section. 


Occasionally letters have gone , out of the department over the 
signature of PEYTON FORD;- otherwise, all letters, from .the- Foreign Regis- 
tration Act Section went out under- the signature of Hr. FOIEY. 

-Regarding "recent controversy over registration* of 'representatives, 
in this country representing- Israel-, Mrs,. .ELDRED advised that Mr. PEYTON 
FORD generally signed, those .letters. 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that the Subject vras riot a religious person, 

'did not. attend to her religious duties-. and did not take the- high Jewish 
holidays off from work. Mrs.. ELDRED does not knowwhether this is peculiar' 
only to the- Subject or whether it is the result of religious neglect on the 
part of her parents also. ' On the other, hand, Mrs.' ELDRED cannot state 
whether Subject is an atheist or agnostic. Mrs. ELDRED advised in this case 
that- the Subject, expressed a decided dislike to handling, Foreign Agents 
Registration "material for Israel and did not want to work in the. Jewish field. 

Mrs'. ELDRED advised that the Subject handles Russian and Iron. Curtain- 
material and, only recently?, Latin American matters. Concerning this field 
of work, Mrs. ELDRED stated she cannot say whether Miss COPLON a^ked for Russian 
and Iron Curtain matters or whether she just merely gravitated to it or fell .heir 
to it ; formerly, Mr. NEMZER had- the. Russian arid" Sattelite countries; and since the 
Foreign Agents Registration* Section has been materially 1 cut down, the Section is 
now. composed of Mr,. LENVIN, herself, Mrs.. ELDRED," Miss COPLON arid, more -recently, 
Mrs. ROSSON." ’ 

Mrs. ELDRED advised that the Subject cannot read Hebrew or Yiddish but 
could read and speak -French and could- read' some Russian words , but Mrs. ELDRED 
does .not knovf whether the Subject has studied the, Russian-language. Further, the 
Subject could read and translate Spanish.

ELDRED advised that COPLON, -on one occasion,- stated that she could have had a 
position over :at the- State Department but did .not want to make a transfer as 
when- she did make a change it. would be to go, to -New York.

JShe ad-, 
yised that approximately July, 194,8 she was given the .assignment regarding 
.the "Paper Clip"' Project, which assigrimeht'oonsisted’ of reviewing the files , 
and making recommendations. She was told to dictate, to one stenographer as- 
signed to her for that purpose, but she stated in the absence of the steno- 
grapher she often dictated to one of the girls in Mr. FOLEY’s office'. These 
recommendations, when transcribed and' written up£ were ^initialed by Mr. t ,FQLEY 
and forwarded to Mr. PEYTON FORD. The work of the Department of Justice' ,;in^ _ 
this regard consisted of reading the FBI reports on .individual -German . 
scientists brought over from Germany to. this country and- employed' here either 
by the Army or* the Navy .Departments together with material furnished -by .the 
Army, and then, determining whether or riot these; German scientists, constituted 
a security risk. Miss FILLIUS stated she reviewed FBI reports to determine 
whether these scientists had ariy Communist sympathies .or affiliations. 

< Accordingly, ‘Miss FILLIUS stated, she was assigned to Room 1*333 ih 
the .Departmerit, which at the same time was shared' by Mrs.- ROSSON and 
BARTHOLOMEW COYNE. Room 1333 was alsq^tKe library for the Appellate. Section 
of the Criminal Division arid there were numerous attorneys "in tfie Criminal 
Section who entered this room arid made use of the library facilities.

Fore'ign Agents Regis- 
tration Section of the Department of Justice, Telephone Extension lo3« She 
requested Mr. ANDERSON to .furnish hex;. with background information concerning 
the case of AXElVwEN^ER -GRE N f * including when he was placed on the bl a ck list, 
the reason therifor, and the status of the c a se at the present time. Mr* 
ANDERSON stated in view of the fact that COPLON. had identified herself as 
being with the Foreign Agents Registration Section, he could not readily dis- 
cern the connection which that section would have with 7H2NNER-GREN, and he, 
therefore, inquired of Miss COPLON what the connection was. . She-replied she 
was securing the information for another individual, and that _ she would have 
to look through her files in order to answer his question. She indicated 
to Mr. ANDERSON that the information was not for the benefit of the Foreign 
Agents Registration' Section. 
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Mr. ANDERSON did riot furnish her with any i i cri-at that 
time, but advised her it was a rather complicated case and would, require 
a little time. It should be noted that Mr. ANDERSON did not furnish Miss 
COPLON with information at any timeo Mr. ANDERSON went ' on to, say that he 
then called Mr. -HECK, his superior, who recalled that approximately one 
year ago a request for information concerning the "WALLENBERG Banking 
Interest had been received from the Justicd Department o . It wp.s Mr. HECK’s 
recollection this request had been received. through a Mr. GOLDSMITH, at. A 
the Justice Department. Mr. HECK thought perhaps this request ,fr pm. COPLON 
might have some connection wi.th bbe previous request. He, therefore, 
contacted Mr. GOLDSMITH and inquired if the latter was aware of any re- ' 
quest which the Justice Department had recently made concerning YffiNNER-GRBNo 
Mr. HECK stated after some inquiry by Mr. GOLDSMITH he advised as far as _ 
he could^ determine no such request had been^ijiade. through his office. Mro 
HECK then advised Mr. ANDERSON to tell COPLON that if her request we re.., to 
be complied with it would have to be made in writing and submitted through 
the proper channels. On February 24, 1949 k Mr. -ANDERSON so informed 
COPLON, at vjhich time he suggested that the. person, for whom she was re- 
questing this information submit a formal request.

He stated that at this time, he was living in the 4200 
block of Benton Street, N.Yf. During the ride home, he recalled that COPLON 
had mentioned her attendance at lav/ school indicating that she v/as somewhat 
dissatisfied with her school work and was toying with the idea of dropping 
the study of law. He said that he dropped the subject at the door of her 
apartment on Tunlaw Road. 

Mr, HUDSON advised that he had next had contact with COPLON- three 
or four months later, probably in. -^pril, 1948, when DORIS YfMGLEY mentioned 
to him that COPLON v/as planning to. give, up her apartment arid.-suggested to 
him that he might be interested in taking it over. Shortly after this, on 
a Sunday afternoon, while taking a walk, he stopped at the subject's apart- 
ment to look' at it, remaining for about fifteen minutes, during v/hich time she 
served him a drink. He said that during this, visit he came to no conclusion 
voonoerning the apartment but invited the subject to go for a walk v/ith him, 
which invitation she declined. lie said that a couple of days later he tele-r 
phoned* COPLON and told her that he could not afford the $$ 00 whioh she v/anted 
for her furniture, the purchase of which was a prerequisite of renting the 
apartment.

A short time later he learned from Miss WRIGLEY that COPLON -intended 
making a trip to Europe in May of 1948, at which time he stated to.YfRIGLEY 
that he was sorry to hear that the subject was leaSmng as he would have 
enjoyed seeing more of her.

According to HUDSON, he never contacted,

HUDSON said that in August, 1948, COPLON telephoned him ostensibly 
for the purpose of asking about Miss YfRIGLEY, mentioning that she had re- 
cently returned from her trip to Europe. .He said that he advised the subject 
that Miss WRIGLEY had lefij his office in May, 1948, and that she had married 
a man by the name of LOJ^fSEVIER, who was employed by the Department of State 
in the United States Consulate at Trieste, Italy. He said^hat during the 
bourse of this telephone conversation he suggested that they have dinner to- 
gether and that the subject agreed, setting the date for several nights later. 
He recalled that he subsequently escorted COPLON to dinner on a Friday night 
at Aldo’s Restaurant, 1143 New Hampshire Avenue, N.W® He stated^that during 
the. course of this dinner, the subject discussed her trip abroad and stated 
that she had flown over and sailed back and that she had visited France, 
Switzerland, and Italy 0 He said that she had mentioned becoming friendly 
vdth a family in France, and with a foreign man with whom she spent some 
time in sightseeing, visiting art galleries and other places of interest. 

He stated that she had not, been specific concerning these acquaintances and 
had mentioned no names to him. During the oourse of this dinner, she in- 
dicated to him that the customs and habits of European men were more at- 
tractive to her than those of American men, and explained to him that she 
hadi while in Europe, formed, the habit of drinking wine with her meals rather 
than. cocktails, as this habit appeared more civilized to her. 

HUDSON advised that he had seen the subject once after this, around 
Thanksgiving of 1948. He stated that on this occasion he had called COPLON 
and invited her to dinner at his apartment, which invitation she accepted. 

H e stated, however, that on the night of the dinner, she called to teli'him 
that she was catching a cold and to ask him if she could decline his invita- 
tion. He stated that he then told her that he already had the .dinner prepared 
and that he felt badly about, her not being able to come, whereupon she sug-

HUDSON went on to state that inasmuch as at the time of his last 
contact with her the subject -had told him that she planned to leave Washing- 
ton in December, 1948, or early in January of 1 949, he telephoned her office 
for the purpose of inviting her to dihnor before she left the city. He t 

stated, however, that she was not in her office at that time but- she later 
called back, at which time he was out, and left the message that she had 
returned his call. He stated, however, that something had come, up .and that 
he -had not called her back to extend the invitation. 

HUDSON stated that ,in his associations .with COPLON, she had given 
him the impression of an interest in philosophical questions, art, music, 
and esthetics. He- said that he did not .recall her discussing any political 
questions, any controversial subjects or any political views. He' said 
further that she had never indicated to him' an interest in Russia or in 
Communism, stating that she particularly had an opportunity to mention the 
former, he having told her that he had some years previously visited Russia 
in connection with his interest and work in ’anthropology. He stated that 
she had never mentioned the names of - any associates or acquaintances to him 
and that their only mutual friend was DORIS YfRIGLEY, who, he understood, 
had attended Barnard College with COPLON and frequently visited her at the 
subject's Tunlaw Road apartment.

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» HUDSON stated that he had no idea as to COPLON* s .motivation in 
having engaged in espionage activities and said that He was .unable to ac- 
count for her actions in this regard. He said that certainly she wasnot 
naive; that she was above average intelligence; and that, she would have 
been completely aware of. what she was doing; He said, that he had been 
giving the matter some thought since he first read of the subject's arrest 
on March 4 and that he .thought of the possibility that she was converted to 
Marxist ideology a long time ago, but added that if this were true, she 
certainly had kept it to herself as far as he was concerned. He said that 
this line of reasoning on his part was pure conjecture. He also offered 
the suggestion tha.t perhaps a lpye affair in addition to her idealism could 
have accounted- for her action. He stated .that he -did hot believe she was 
the type who could have been forced into this type of activity against her 
r will and said* further that she had never given the impression that she was 
financi'allv embarrassed. ' , 


'In summing up his impressions of ' COPLON he said that he could best 
describe her "as a restrained- liberal, which impression he gained from her 
interest in modern danoing and heavy literature, and her awareness of 
current, trends. He stated that he had only visited her apartment once, 
that being the time that he .had gone to look it over to consider renting it; 
and that although the literature in her apartment had impress'ed him, he 
could not recall specifically what books or literature were there. He 
stated further that he recalled on one occasion that COPLON. mentioned to 
him that she was going to New York for the weekend to see her parents. 


Concerning himself, HUDSON advised that be was born February 14, 
1904 in New York City. His parents wpre ALFRED Y/^piUpSON, born in 
Worcester, Massachusetts, and CLAR^fbOWD, born' in Madison, Connecticut. 

Ho said that -his father -for a number .of years was 'employed by the New York 
State Banking Department as a State Superintendent of Banks. He said that 
he- attended Yale University from 1923 to 1927* at which time he received a 
B.S. Degree. In 1927 He and a classmate conducted an around-the-world 
travel school for boys after having succeeded in obtaining $4,000 from the 
families of each of ten boys.. He stated that, in this connection the group 
left the United States in September, 1927* returning in June, 1928. There- 
after in 1928, he became employed by- the hazard Freres Banking concern in 
New York, resigning after a few months by. telegram, after having' left 'the 
nff ice for lunch. .After this he, obtained a* job tutoring the son of BAYARD 
DOMINICK , head of the New- York City brokerage firm of DOMINIC and DOMINIC. 
In, the fall of 1929* He returned to the graduate school* at Yale University 
where he remained until 1940, after which he seoured a position with the 
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Bishop Museum in Honolulu, being stationed on the outlying islands. He 
stated that in 1932, in Hawaii, he married, ELIZABETH BACON, born July, 

29 , 1904, in 'Whittier, California, .and both returned to New Haven. to 
continue working in the Yale University graduate .school during the 1932- 
1933 term. In 1933; he was given a fellowship from Yale University for 
Social Anthropological Field Work in Central Asia. He explained that 
his interests lay in the Turkestan and Mongolian tribes of central Asia 
and that the only way to reach them was through- China or the Soviet Union. 
Inasmuch as the China route required a three months trip by camel, the 
approach to these tribes was made from the Russian side. He stated that 
he had letters of introduction ,to the Russian Academy of Science in Lenin- 
grade, but that the Russians were very reluctant to cooperate because of 
their suspicion of foreigners, which necessitated his spending six months 
in Leningrad and Moscow before gaining permission to continue into Central 
Asia. He stated that his wife accompanied him on this expedition, whioh 
took place during ' 1933 and 1934 , both of them returning to continue 'graduate 
work at Yale University during the 1934-1935 term. During 1935 a nd 1936, 
HUDSON returned to Asia to continue his work, his wife this time re- 
maining in New Haven to continue her graduate work. He returned to New 
Haven in 1936, attending the 1936-1937 term of' the Y a,le graduate school, 
writing up during this period the results of his studies among the remote 
tribes of central Asia. This work was .published by the Yale University 
Publications in Anthropology, No. 20, Yale University Press, 1937, under 
the title "Cazak Social Structure'* by ALFRED E?M)N HUDSON, after which he 
received his Ph.D. in Anthropology, During the 193 7rl23§ term, HUDSON was 
employed as an instructor in research work by Yale University. Jn, 193.8 he 
received another fellowship from Yale University, supplemented by grants 
from the American Social Science Committee, .the. American Counsel of Learned 
Socioties and the American Philosophical Society, and went to Iran an& 
Afghanistan to continue his study of tribal customs. He stated that at 
this time it v/as impossible to gain access to the previously visited tribes 
because the Russian borders were closed to foreigners and that the Iran 
and Afghanistan tribes were chosen because of their similarity to the 
Soviet tribes. He stated that while studying these tribes, war in Europe 
broke out, and that in 1939 he therefore took a ship from Calcutta, India, 
traveling around the Cape of Good Hope, and returned to the United States, 
docking at Savannah, Georgia, in December of 1939* He stated that from 
then until September of 1940, he spent his time writing up material that 
he obtained concerning these uncivilized tribes . From- September, 1940 to 
June, 1942, he was employed as a teacher of Anthropology at the University 
of Washington, Seattle, Vfashingtoh. In July, 1942, he became employed as 
a civilian with. G-2 'in Washington, D. C., his wife at this time staying in 
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Seattle, Washington, and taking over his teaching post. He was commissioned 
a Captain in the United States Array Air Corps in- April, 1943, and was 
engaged in research work on the remote outposts of the world. During his 
career with the Army, he was stationed for a short period of time at the 
Proving Ground Command, England Field, Florida, after which he returned to 
"Washington as the liaison man from that command'. . In June, 1944 he was.

She stated that she/ 
was with O.S.S. from October of 1944 until February, 1946, at Washington, 

D. C.j prior to ‘this Mrs. JACKSON was at thq University of Virginia working 
on her Doctor's Degree, and before that was- a teacher' at Sweetbriar College.

Mrs. VIRGINIA H. JAMES was interviewed in her office at Room 6l82, 
State Department Building, ,on Wednesday, March 9, 1949, by Special Agent 
ED.Vffi.RD P. HUMMER,, at which time Mrs. JAMES stated' she has been employed 
in the Eastern European Affairs Section of the State Department since 1932. 
This Division is concerned with the affairs regarding Russia, .Poland and 
countries now known as the Russian Satellite countries. ’ _ , 

Mrs. JAMES stated that over the past year or two she has com- 
municated telephonioally with the subject approximately six time a oh the 
telephone. Mrs; JAMES stated she has never met the subject personally and 
knows of no outside activities or. connections .on her part. Mrs. JAMES 
further stated she has received several memorandums from the subject which 
she showed the interviewing agent. lira. JAMES stated she recalls in 
November, 1948,, making a telephonic inquiry^ of Miss COPLON whether Tass News 
Agency, the official Russian Government news agenoy, ,an<ljLts employees had 
been registered for that year as foreign agents. Mrs. JAMES stated she may 
have asked Miss COPLON. if certain people were .registeredalso. Mrs. JAMES 
stated that Miss COPLON appeared to be very cooperative, intelligent, ,and_ 
her conversation with the subject on the telephone varied at- times from 
just a few minutes to approximately one half-hour, or forty-five minutes in 
length. As far as she knew, the subject gave, her .full* information "in her 
possession regarding her inquiry and appeared to be very conscientious. 

In addition;, the subject .sent her memorandums confirming .the .previous tele- 
phonic contacts. 

Regarding the Tass inquiry, Mrs. JAMES stated, that the subject pre- 
pared a list' of employees of Tass who had registered with them under the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, and told Mrs. JAMES of some of these em- 
ployees- and later switohed from Tass to the Soviet Embassy itself, looking 
in the Soviet Information bulletin put out by the Embassy. In her last 
conversation with the subject, which 1 was sometime after January, 15‘ of this 
year, she asked the subject whether Tass News Agency had .filed a. new state- 
ment for, the year' of 1949* and made some statement to Miss COPLON that 
undoubtedly their statements would be filed late. Miss COPLON, on this 
occasion stated that this was 1 not true, that the Russian's were very good in 
filing their statements on time and statements were most thorough, being more 
thorough and prompt than statements filed, by other nations such as the, British 
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and the Czechs. Mrs. JAMES stated that this statement sort of puzzled her 
as it was contrary to the Russian policy regarding the State Department 
as the State Department’s experience is that the Russians are , not prompt 
in filing their PRl forms and it is often necessary for the State Depart- 
ment to ask the Russian Embassy to ge;t in those forms immediately... 


Mrs. JAMES cannot recall subject specifically asking her for 
information, although these haif-hour conversations with her undoubtedly 
consisted of talking about Tass and other subjects at hand. She definitely 
stated that subject never made a. statement to the effect, "Now I have -given 
you information, you help me."' Mrs. JAMES stated that any,sird4ar state- 
ment like that would have beep. remembered Tbyr her for it would have been 
significant enough to cause her to suspect the subject. Mrs. JAMES had 
no further information to give regarding the subject. . .

Since COPLON* S' withdrawal from American University in the Spring of 
MISS McCULLOCH .stated* she has seen her occasionally on the streets of

MISS McCULLOCH stated that COPLON did not discuss her hobbies, or her 
way of spending her leisure time, but had indicated that she was interested in 
modern furniture design and had also mentioned at one time .that she was taking 
a course in modern dance* 

MISS McCULLOCH recalled, that since I9I4.6, COPLON had seemed to grow 
progressively more nervous and appeared to be in poorer health each time they 
met* She recalled that she had last seen COPLON in Garfinckel’s Department 
Store approximately six weeks ago, and added that this was an accidental meet- 
ing. At the time of the meeting, the girls stated that they must get together 
in the near future, but no further conversation took place*

4 On March 17," 19h9, LOUIS MOSES .was interviewed in the Washington Field 

Office. MOSES is. an attorney employed by the Public' Housing Administration and 
resides at 325 Harrison- Street, Northwest. He is single and was born 'July 15, 
1907, in Brooklyn, New York* Both .of his. parents, who are still -living, were 
born in, Russia.' It will be recalled that on February 2, I9h9j MOSES was noted ' 
in the company of .-subject COPLON and HAROLD SHAPIRO at the latter’s apartment, 
190$' R Street, Northwest. At /that time, COPLpN was observed to be carrying a. 
large manila envelope about 9" x 12" in size* 

-MOSES advised that he had first met COPLON in December 19h8 or 
January 19k9 } through HAROLD SHAPIRO, with whom?MOSES is friendly* MOSES, advised 
that -’he .saw COPLON- in SHAPIRO’S- company from time to 'time, and. knew they, were 
extremely friendly. With regard to February 2, ’l9h9, MOSES advised that he had 
a* dinner date with SHAPIRO on that day and he wa s to -meet SHAPIRO at SHAPIRO’S 
apartment. -MOSES .recalled that when SHAPIRO arrived at the. apartment,, he was 
accompanied by COPLON. MOSES said the three: of them spent approximately 1*5 
minutes in SHAPiRO’S apartment, discussing, the arrangement of furniture, and 
that SHAPIRO and COPLON had a drink* MOSES flatly denies that he observed COPLON 
to be carrying- any sort of envelope*. 
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MOSES stated that he was in the company of 
four or five minutes . He recalls that on the week end of February 21, 1949, 
while preparing to return from New York City to Washington, he met COPLON. 
in. the Pennsylvania Station in New York City® Since he was alone and 
COPLON appeared to be also alone, they sat. together on the train and ate 
together in the diner. MOSES recalled that in the diner, COPLON, calling 
his attention to an individual sitting alone at a nearby table, asked 
MOSES if that individual did riot look like "an FBI man". MOSES advised 
he had no idea what an FBI man looked like, and so advised COPLON, where- 
upon she dropped the subject. It is MOSES 1 opinion that COPLON was simply 
making conversation.

Y/ith regard to COP- 
vqL0N*s other acquaintances,, MOSES recalled that COPLON once asked him if 
^;he knew BERMAN in New York. MOSES advised that he presumed this to be 
^SIDNEY BERMAN with whom he has a very slight acquaintance. He could re- 
call no further details concerning COPLON* s interest in BERMAN. 




MOSES said he knew COPLON was in the habit of making week-end 
trips to Nev/ York, but had thought the purpose of -these trips was to 
visit her parents. MOSES could recall no details of COPLON Is trip to 
Europe, although, he said he had heard her make reference to this trip. 


MOSES advised he was completely shocked by the news of. COPLON* s 
arrest, and that he, previous to this arrest, had never had reason or 
occasion to doubt her loyalty to the .United States. He added that he 
had never heard her mention the Communist Party, nor had he observed her 
to have a pro-Soviet attitude.

It was noted that thisodocuiaent bore the classification “Secret”

namely CRETZIANU, and that it was dated January 18, .1946* Mr. NipKELS

COPLON for information concerning Rumanian funds* He -said that at .the time

Mr. NICKELS referred to memoranda in the fil es of the-.State 
Department and advised that his conversation with W as just 

previous, to June 8, 1948, -and that his conversation y&th /CRETZIANU 
was on that date. He said that his conversation -with Hiss COPLON which, 
was reflected by memorandum dated February 8, 1949 > indicated that- -she 
was seeking the document that, reflected the Rumanian fund?, as set out 
previously in this memorandum, from the American Embassy in Ankara. > 


Mr. HiCKELS -advised that CRETZIANU, according, to the- 
State Department, was considered a bofiafide political refugee and he 
assured the interviewing agents that the State, Department did not 
initiate an inquiry through Immigration and Naturalization into the case 
of CRETZIANU. 


In speaking of CRETZIANU* s case, he- mentioned that another 
Rumanian, Mr. EDlIUJn^IUNTU- also- had some difficulty with Immigration 
and Naturalization about the same time as did Mr. CRETZIANU. - He said 
that. he knew that CIUNTU’s case was clarified. He, said he never did- 
hear how CRETZIANU <s- case turned out. He was not aware of the origin of 
the inquiry into CRETZIANU* s case. . .

March 14-,' 1949, that he first contacted the FARS in the Department of 
Justice relative to his registering as an agent for a foreign principal. 
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in connection with his representation of the National Peasant Party 
of p inna ni a and its leader » Dr . MANIU, Mr <> CRETZXANU stated that, he - 
contacted ! l at PARS and it was apparent from the very 

first that I I was very much interested in the Rumanian case, and in 

particular, "the disclosure on the part of informant of the full- circumstances 
behind the funds that CRETZIANU. had at his disposal which were to be used 
for the financing of legitimate activities in behalf of the ‘National 
Peasant Party of Rumania, 


Mr, CRET ZIANU st ated that, he became extremely suspicious at 
the interest shown bv l l and while he was deciding on the advisability 
of registering personally with FARS* he had occasion to contact other 
political refugees in the United States, who were in a similar status and 
obtain from them their impressions regarding the obligation* of registering 
with PARS, 

Mr, CRETZIANU said that he distinctly recalls Dr, FOTAGE 
of the Yugoslavs who said he registered with FARS and that FOTAGE 
observed the following day that this fact- was reported in the ‘‘Daily 
Worker." He said that FOTAGE remembered that he felt it strange that 
the "Daily Worker" would have a press representative who. on a daily 
basis would review -the public records at FARSo He said FOTAGE made 
this remark in spite of the fact that FOTAGE appreciated the-*na.ture of- 
the public records, of this section of the Department of Justice, Mr o 
CRETZIANU stated that this was the general skepticism that existed at 
th at time and b ecause of this, he was not enthusiastic about registering 
at I [ insistence. 

Mr. CRETZIANU advised that J ~| pressed him for the. 
document which Di>VmANIU had given t^BUZESTI, MANIU' s representative of 
the Nat ional Peasant Party of Rumania. Mr, CRETZIANU said that he told 1 
I that there could be no disclosure of this document because by a 
careless handling, of this instrument, a countrywide exposure would be 
made of the MANIU forces in Rumania which would bring about mass arrests 
by the Communist-dominated government of that country. He said that 

I replied in this connection that he was interested only in having 
this document to definitely determine the nature of the agency that 
existed between BUZESTI and BUZESTI‘s foreign principal* Dr. MANIU, and 
the National Peasant Party "of Rumania, 

Mr. CRETZIANU said he was successful in avoiding the 
disclosure of this document and also in avoiding registering with FARS. 
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However, he mentioned that upon ByZESTI’s arrival in the United States, 
BUZESTI at the insistence of DrJpIMITROV, the chairman of the Inter- 
national. Peasant Union,, registered with PARS* CRETZIANU said he felt 
that perhaps Dr. DIMITROV made a qopy of the MANIU document available $o 
PARS, which document had been filed with DIMITROV who was _ chairman of 
the IPU.’ CRETZIANU said the reason for doing this was to show a 
cooperative attitude to the Justice Department and at the same time, 
induce other members of the IPU to register with PARS in accordance with 
the ‘request of that, section of the Justice Department. 



Mr. CRETZIANU said that after checking with various legal 
authorities on the subject of registration, he concluded that his personal- 
registering with FARS would serve no actual benefit as far as the 
purport of the law went and that he definitely felt it would be damagings 
to the efforts of the National Peasant Party of Rumania . He said that 
he felt , this way because he knew that Dr. MANIUbjn his document authorizing 
BUZESTI to carry on as a representative of t l^National - -Eeasant- Party__ of 
Rumania , had in addition to MANIU 1 s signature * of authorization, the / 

signature of authorization of CONSTANT|K^BRATIANU, chief of the Liberal 
Party and TITE$£ETRESCANU, chief of the Independent Socialist Party in 
Rumania. He added that the mere disclosure of either of the latter 1 two 
names would cause the remnants of those two parties in Rumania to be, 
liquidated by the Communist dominated government. He mentioned that in his 
opinion, the Communists would be very much interested in obtaining facts 
about, the authorization of ' these above named three men and their directive 
to BUZESTI to represent them. 


Mr. CRETZIANU stated that he felt| |in PARS was 

irritated by his, CRETZIANU* s, .refusal to register and it was | 
who caused Mr. HORACE NICKELS of the State Department to urge him, 
CRETZIANU, to register as a' foreign agent of the National Peasant Party 
of Rumania. Mr. CRETZIANU stated that he advised NICKELS as to his 
reasons for refusing to register as requested by I H and NICKELS’ 
reply was ’’that section is pressing us to have you register.” 1 
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CRETZIANU stated that sometime around the middle of 'November, 
1947, after Dr. MAN IU had been sentenced by the Communist government of' 
Rumania, he went to ] l again in FARS and stated that now in his 

opinion, it would be no longer necessary for him, CRETZIANU, to register 
because his principal^ Dr. MANIU, had been sentenced and acco rdingly, was 
in no position to act as a principal. Mr. CRETZIANU said that did’ 


not agree with him and state d that h e felt CRETZIANU was avoiding the 
issue and that as far as he, I I was concerned, CRETZIANU was still 

obliged to register with FARS because it was well known by EARS that. - 
CRETZIANU, as well as other members of former Rumanian governments, who 
were in the U,S 0 as political refugees, were carrying on propaganda 
activities in the fonru of -making speeches and writing articles to the 
va rious la nguage newspapers,, Mrs CRETZIANU stated that he pointed out 
to I l at that time that if he then registered, he would be admitting 

what he had previously denied and that he w as an ag ent of a foreign 
government* He said he also pointed out to I ~T that he,, as well as 
Dr. MANIU, hah been convicted of treason and that he had been sen tenced 
in absentia to life imprisonment. He said he also pointed out to I I 

the then Secretary of State MARSHALL'S remark that Dr. MANIU' s trial in 
Rumania was a mockery. He said he pointedly asked l~ l if he still 

insisted upon his, CRETZIANU's registering, that he would do so but that 
he would name as his principal the Rumanian country and he said he told 
Mr. MORRIS that 'it was well known here in the U 0 S. that- he, CRETZIANU was 
devoting all his efforts to the benefit of the Rumanian people and -to the 
restoration of a free representative government for the Rumanian people.

it would be necessary without further delay for BUZESTI to register; that 
the other members of the International Peasant Union, of which BUZESTI 
was a. member, had registered and that BUZESTI was the last remaining one. 
About that time Mr. CRETZIANU said BUZESTI departed for the International 
Peace Conference, held in Paris, France. He stated BUZESTI was absent 
from the U.S. for a period of approximately four months. 
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He stated that during BUZESTI 's stay in France, it was 
called to his, CRETZIANU's attention many times that all members of the 
IPU had registered and that BUZESTI was the one- who was keeping the IPU 
from complete compliance with the law requiring registration of foreign 
agents. CRETZIANU said .that he was little impressed by these, many 
remarks and that he characterized them as a show of excessive zeal on the 
part of the members of the IPU. He -said he constantly pointed out to Dr. 
DIMITROV and others that it was very easy for DIMITROV an^OTKOLAJCZIK 
and MACEK to register with FARS because they were themselves their own 
principals and agents and that because of this fact, they should’ consider 
the different situation of BUZESTI who was only acting as agent in this 
country and that the disclosure of his principalship would damage the interests 
of the principalship, as well as the desired accomplishments of the remnants 
of the National Peasant party in Rumania. 
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In' the fall of 1948, "BUZESTI finally consented to register- 
ing with' EARS and after disclosing as much information as he felt, was * 
warranted, hewas of the opinion that he- no longer would -have to register 
again as ,a foreign agent of the Council of Political Parties in- Exile; 
from Rumania. Nevertheless . 1 I again contacted' BUZESTI and informed - 

him in- October, 1948 that he would have to register as an, agent of the 
above-mentioned group. ' ' . , . 

Mr. CRETZIANU said that such action' on the part of FARS 
. again caused him to question the regulations of that section.* He said 
he felt .their demands of BUZESTI were- entirely unwarranted -arid that 
this incident,, as well as past incidents, which' had, caused', him much 
f concern, made him feel that the best interests- perhaps were not exercising 
the ‘fright influence in that -section of the Justice Department-. 



Hr;' CRETZIANU said that after the State -Department, had 
concluded- that he was a political refugee in every right, -he was surprised’ 
to 1 receive, a notification, from the Baltimore- Off ice of Immigration and 
Naturalization Service -that/ his status in the United States was; not 
, .properly adjusted and that he should ready’ himself for deportation if 
his: .visa .condition was not straightened out. .He stated that the noti- 
fication from Baltimore was shocking to him and, that, he immediately went 
to the. State, Department .and asked- if they had on. their own initiative b6

CRETZIANU said that he knew very well that the Communists 
would be keenly interested in what disposition might be made of the 
blocked gold fund in Svdtzerland if he* CRETZIANU, was successful in his 
law suit which is pending concerning the unblocking of that sum. CRETZIANU 
referred to this fund as a part of the reserve that was given to him 
from the secret funds of the Foreign Ministry. He mentioned that it was 
a common practice in Rumania for the Foreign Ministry to have a separate 
fund that was not scrutinized by the budget section and h^ said it was 
from this secret fund that the former Foreign Minis tecfvlSOIANU made, 
the deposit in Switzerland in the name of CRETZIANU, wnich fund at this 
time is blocked by the Government of Switzerland. 

CRETZIANU said that SAMUEL EjjmEL, attorney at 1001 15th 
Street, N.W., represented him in connection with his case in FARS, He 
said he felt NEEL would be able to give considerable information, if he 
was contacted in this regard 0 He was of the opinion that NEEL did not 
disclose to him in the fullest degree the true facts of his case as it 
existed in the Justice Department because he was not an American citizen,, 
CRETZIANU said that NEEL also handled BUZESTI's case and would be able 
to give enlightening information on the incident that arose concerning the 
Rumanian newspaper published in. Paris and v,'hich is anti— Communis t 0 This- 
newspaper, CRETZIANU said, was another of FARS' interests which he felt 
was of no actual concern to FARSo 


CRETZIANU stated that he had no objection to this office 
contacting NEEL and obtaining any information NEEL would disclose concern- 
ing his or BUZESTI's case.

Mrs. NORTON and Miss BURNNER were interviewed in their office. 
Room 2210, Criminal Division, Department of Justice on Friday, March 18, 
1949 by Special Agent EDWARD F« HUMMER.. 
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It is herein noted that this room is five doors from the 
room occupied by Miss COPLON^ namely 2220, and is along the same 
corridor. 

They advised that sometime during the month of February, 

Miss COPLON came in their room and asked for a copy of the statute 
granting immunity to certain- United Nations officials, They advised 
that Miss COPLON did not ask for >the statute by title or number 0 
They further advised that the particular statute had already passed 
Congress, was signed by the President, and was Public Law, Mrs, NORTON 
and Miss BRUNNER stated that they searched their records and found the 
the Public Law 291 of the 79th Congress, First Session, which was 
entitled, "An Act to Extend Certain Privileges, Exemptions and Immunity 
to International Organizations and to the Officials and Employees Thereof 
and for Other purposes,” > 

Mrs, NORTON and Miss BRUNNER stated that they gave her this 
file, which she looked at briefly and said, '‘This is what I want,”' They 
charged it out to her, she took it out of the room, and returned it 
later. Miss BRUNNER was of the opinion that COPLON returned it the 
next day, while Mrs, NORTON though that Miss COPLON returned the file 
the same day she charged it out 0 , 

Y/hen Miss COPLCN first asked for this particular statute, 
she made the statement that she. Miss COPLON, was not a lawyer,

Mrs, NORTON and Miss BRUNNER produced the exact file that 
Miss COPLON borrowed, which was a ioose-leaf folder. The file contains 
the pending law as passed by Congress, printed by the Government 
Printing Office, The file contained no correspondence from the Depart- 
ment, They advised that usually there are many other loose-leaf folders 
maintained in their office. The file in- addition to maintaining a copy 
of the Bill contains a copy of the law as finally passed, and may 
also contain official, departmental memoranda including the Attorney 
General' s opinion of the legality of the bill, the Department's rer 
commendation either pro or con, and other correspondence dealing with the 
Bill', its legislative history and the Committee testimony, etc. 

This particular Bill, #291> contained a recommendation which 
came from the Secretary of the Treasury instead of the Attorney General,

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Mrs, NORTON and Miss BRUNNER stated there was nothing 
confidential about the Billy as it was Public Law and the same could 
have been received from the Government Printing Office or the Justice 
Library, 


Mrs, NORTON and Miss BRUNNER further stated that they were 
aware of the fact that Miss COFLON worked in the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section and therefore thought, it was not unusual, but 
on the contrary proper for her to make an inquiry concerning this par- 
ricular law as it may pertain to exempting the registration of United" 
Nations officials inasmuch as the lav/ pertained to "certain privileges, 
exemptions, and immunities," They .further advised that they knewfwho she 
was and have seen her name on the door -five doorp down, Mrs, NORTON 
and Miss BRUNNER stated that they could recall no other contact with, 
the subject as far as they knew and have never seen Miss COPLON. near the 
safe, which is opposite Miss BROOKLET'S office.

Dr, PITTMAN B, POTTER, was interviewed at his office at, 

1901 F Street, N,1W,, on March 14, 1949,, and advised that JUDITH CGPLCN 
took two classes under him at American University, namely American 
Diplomacy and a seminar in International Organization, Dr, POTTER 
advised that he only knew Miss COPLON in class and therefore did not 
know anything concerning her family background, her friends and associates 
outside or even her friends and associates at the Department of Justice 
where she was. employed. Dr, POTTER stated that likewise he was not 
familiar with ary of her activities. 

Concerning COPLON' s political persuasion. Dr, POTTER 
stated that from discussion in the seminar he came to the conclusion 
that she was "left of center," By this he meant she was liberal but he 
could not give any facts showing that she was a member of the Communist 
Party or even sympathetic with Russia, Dr, POTTER stated that while 
she did not shy away from or avoid controversial subjects, those subjects 
of current events which Communists universally differ from American 
foreign policy were not discussed and there was no occasion to discuss 
these issues which would have brought out many Communist sympathies on 
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her pafto Dr. "POTTER stated that he did not know if she had any relative's 
in' Eastern Europe and as far as he knew her moral character was Satis- 
factory, at least he heard nothing to the contrary* As to her general char- 
acter, ; Dr. POTTER* s t at ed v 'she ' may-have Been a little immature, that at times- 
she appeared to be flighty and therefore, it may have been possible, for 
her to have succumbed- 1. 6 a bribery offer or it was possible she may , ■ 

have been placed in a compromising position and- blackmailed. He stated 
he would not rule out these, possibilities although he doubted very much 
whether these .elements, were the motives^ for her doing what she did,^’.sv 
assuming that the newspaper accounts were true. Dr. POTTER thought 
that’ the real, motive was ideological and again stated that he would, 
classify her as "left of center."' ^ - 


Dr. POTTER was asked to name C0PLCN‘s close associates or 
friends ,in her classes and he immediately stated that there was a 
gentleman in the class who was employed at' the time in the same section 
with COPLON at the Department- of Jus tice bv th ^ name of 
further reflection.

Agents Registration Act- Section of the Department but he recalls 'that- it 
was only an- average paper and he thought it contained no confidential, 
.information that was not already available to: the general public or to a' 
good- newspaper reporter/) . 

Dr. POTTER was asked if JUDITH COPLON submitted a thesis 
for her Masters Degree and he replied -that so far as he. can remember, 
she never came to him and’ discussed a thesis, that she never got around

He was' employed as? an- attorney in the Foreign Agents 
Registration Section of the Department of Justice from September, 1945 
until February or March, 1948, the scope of his work encompassing the 
British Commonwealth, Scandinavian countries, Ethiopia, Spain and 
Czechoslovakia . JUDITH COPLON did riot work with him directly as she 
was handling Russian matters, however, at staff discussions, | | did 

have an opportunity to observe and converse with- her. In these staff 
discussions, JUDITH never gave any indication of being sympathetic to 
Communism or to the Soviet and she appeared to be most objective in her 
approach to her work „ 


At times, COPLCN has contacted for advice on general 

.legal problems arising in her work but at no time did there appear to 
be other than a valid purpose of clearing up some problem confronting her 
in her work. By way_of illustration, it was noted that on February 28, 
1949, she phoned T 1 regarding the status of the British Information 
Service and inquired if this service could register for persons on lecture 
tours in this country . At no time did COPLON attempt to secure informa- 
tion or material from I I to which she was not entitled in the dis- 

charge of her official duties. 

I I continued by stating that he was not a close 

friend or social acquaintance of COPLON and had seen her outside of the 
Department only once or twice at small gatherings of employees given as 
a friendly gesture to members of the sectio n resigning, suc h as a party

with COPLON iri his office at the Department, 65' occasions when. she dropped 
in for a friendly chat and that these conversations were invariably * 

innocuous. He recalled that she mentioned to him that on her trip to 
Europe, she had visited France, .Svataerland and .Italy and tha t befdre she 
left on this trip, she told him that she had a friend, .believed to have 
beeri a girl, in Paris.

Mr* REWIN KEL stated that he -had never seen JUDITH COPLON 
but had on one occasion contacted her telephonically requesting informa- 
tion concerning the application of the- Foreign Agents Registration Aic t 
to Polish' nationals in the U.S. Mr. REWINKEL explained that this 
information was desired by the American Embassy in Warsaw, p D land and 
that he was referred to Miss COPLON when he contacted the Department of 
Justice * 

’ This contact was made approximately six weeks ago and he . 
stated that Miss COPLON supplied information regarding the, FftRSign 
Agents Registration Act and after supplying this information, stated that 
perhaps Mr. REQINKEL could supply her with certain information regarding 
the distribution of propaganda by the Satellite- countries* REWIN KEL 
stated that he did not have this information readily available, but that 
Miss COPLCXJ stated she was particularly interested in the distribution 
of propaganda by Rumania and Hungary. REWINKEL advised that he supplied 
Miss COPLCN no information regarding Hungary, but that he told her the 
Rumanians were presently distributing approximately 8,000 copies of a 
pamphlet each month in the U.S. 
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REWINKEL added that this, information was ! not classified 
but that he had no knowledge of why Miss COPLON desired the information,, 
He stated that subsequent to this initial contact, he has been advised' 
by his secretary that MISS COPLON has called him at his office several 
times, the last contact being as recently as approximately last week* 

He stated that she had been supplied no further information and he had 
not talked to her personally since his first contact about six weel^s ago.

Mr, CHARLES. ROTHSTEIN was interviewed in the Washington ‘ 
Field Office by Special Agents ED7/ARD F. HUMMER and ROBERT K. McQUEEN 
and advised that he was .not acquainted with JUDITH COPLON and to his 
recollection did not speak to her and had no knowledge of speaking to 
her telephonically. 


ROTHSTEIN stated that since the publicity in this case 
in the paper, other employees of the Department of Justice have told 
him that JUDITH COPLON rode on the same elevators with him and he no 
doubt would remember her in the building.

Miss DORA* SANDER, -News Editor, "Labor Relations Reporter", 

Bureau of National Affairs Incorporated, 2.4th and N Street, N.T/V, 

Yfashington, D.C., advised that she had first met JUDITH COFLON on a 
Labor Day week-end pf 1947 at which time SANDER and COFLON as well as 
many others. were at the Y.M.C.A. Camp Letts in Maryland for vacation. 

This camp at that time was being operated by the "Washington Potomac 
Cooperative Federation and SANDER spent the Labor Day week-end there. 

COPLON had apparently spent more time there and as SANDER recalls, she 
had been there for 10 days or two weeks. 

COFLON and SANDER and about .six other girls lived in a cabin 
for single giris at the camp,' All the other cabins were occupied by 
married couples with the exception of one other which was occupied' by 
single men, COPLON had apparently come to the camp with a boyfriend of 
hers who lived in the cabin for single men and spent considerable time 
with him. SANDER cannot describe this boyfriend in any way except that 
COPLON was very close to him and that he was about 30 years of age. 

She advised that she, SANDER, had come to the camp with 

Mrs a JACK -C (IIARY-EI,LEN^!^PENHEIMER . who. had also lived in the cabin 

and that Miss ANNE MARlS'DAVIS, 4301 4th Street, N., Arlington, Virginia* 
had also lived in this particular cabin. In this connection, she stated 
that DAVIS was an official of some sort at the camp, would know COPLCN, 
might know her boyfriend and might .have camp records v/hich would be of 
assistance in identifying him. She stated that the Washington Potomac 
Cooperative Federation, wa s, she, believed, affiliated with the Rochdale , ,• ■ 
Cooperatives and various cooperative store's in Washington, D.C'. and 
vicinity. 

SANDER spent the week-end at the camp but during this time, % 
became fairly well acquainted with COFLON and during this time, although 
they had jest met, was surprised, that COPLCN discussed intimate details 
of her personal life 'with her. She recalls that at that time, COPLON ’stated 
she was still recuperating from an operation performed about a year previously 
at which time she had had her ovaries removed or some such difficulty. She 
stated that she considered COPLON a' "fast girl" inasmuch as sHe freely dis- 
cussed going out wi.th many men and gave a' definite impression that she had 
had relations with several of them.

Upon leaving the camp, -SANDER was in touch telephonically with 
COPLON on about two or three, occasions in the fall of 1947 and in November 
of 1947 near Thanksgiving time invited COPLON to attend a party at her home. 
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As she recalls, COPLON came unescorted to the party, was not previously 
acquainted with the persons there and- as far as SANDER recalls no persons 
at the party subsequently associated with COPLON® she' stated that after 
the party she was in touch with COPLON from time to time telephonically ' 
until about the Spring of 1948 at which time COPLON was planning a vaca- 
tion- abroado At that time COPLON advised she was giving up her apartment 
and they discussed difficulties COPLON. was having with her Ho A. thesis and 
the question of whether COPLON would find it advisable to attend law school* 


It was her impression that COPLON* S visit to Europe was for 
personal reasons and she recalled that COPLON said she had two friends in 
Paris, France, who were going tp show her a good time* SANDER does not know 
if these friends were men or women but was of the impression that -they were .* 
Americans® She does not believe she has been in touch with COPLON 'since 
COPION’S trip to Europe as she does not recall hearing anything concerning 
it and feels that she would -have been quite interested in COPLON* S description. 


During the time SANDER knew COPLON, COPLON resided in an apartment 
on Tunlavr Road and until she had read in the paper that COPLON lived- in 
McLean Gardens had not been aware of that fact® She recalls that on a few 
occasions when they were talking to each other and trying to arrange to get - 
together they found it difficult to get together on weekends because S AIDER 
was studying and COPLON was going to, visit New York® COPLON mentioned that 
her family lived in New York® SANDER cannot say how frequently COPLON went 
to New York on weekends but recalls once or twice while talking' to her she 
mentioned that she might go to New York on the following weekend® 

SANDER advised that )v COPLON was an extremely intelligent girl 
Y/ho was well educated and one. v shei vrould consider to be sophisticated® • She 
stated in her opinion she would definitely not be naive, enough to be interested 
in or an adherent of Communist Party activities or ideologies. She stated 
that although she could recall no specific questions discussed it is her 
recollection that COPLON and she agreed all along the line and for that reason 
would describe her as a **New Deal Liberal" ® she stated that COPLON was an. 
adventurous person and SANDER has the impression .that her involvement in 
instant matter was probably due to a personal reason. and. feels, though this 
is pure conjecture, that it is probably due to a .love affair with some man - 
as, for example, someone she may have met. 'in Paris who was a member of the 
Communist Party® She states she does not think that her involvement in 
espionage would be due to financial reasons® Her recollection was that 
COPLON made a good salary for a single girl and was neither pressed for money 
nor did she live beyond her meanso 

SANDER advised that she had. been bom in Stuttgart, Germany, and 
entered the United States via the SS PRESIDENT HARRISON in March, 1939, at 
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New York^ New York® She state's that from March, 1939, until the fall she had 
wo deed for a Mr® and Mrs® HOLLANDER taking care of their two children in New 
York city® She advised that HOLLANDER was a stockbroker and she could not 
recall his first name nor his address® In the fall of 1939 SANDER received a 
scholarship to Radcliff College where she graduated in 1942 with a major in 
Political science, m August, 1942,, she came to Washington, d®c® and went to 
work at the Bureau of National Affairs Incorporated where she is presently 

She states she became a naturalized citizen ofjthe united States in 
Washington, D0C0, in .about 1945®. In the 'fall of 1947. she began work at the 
George Washington University Law School and is presently/, a student, there in 
addition to her worko Her father and mother, RUDOLFH/ Snd ALICSi^jAND ER. reside
